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The Fort MacArthur Plan

HE Fort MacArthur Plan for the 

weekend training of Army Reserve 
Corps personnel has been operational at 
San Pedro, Calif. since November 1948. 
It has been so successful and so widely 
accepted by Re- 
servists of all 
ranks in the 
greater Los An- 
geles area, that 
it is becoming 
more and more 
difficult to vis- 
ualize Reserve 
Corps training 
without such an 
arrangement. 

That _ state- 
ment may sur- 
prise some of. the 
nation’s Reserv- 
ists who feel that 
great progress is 
being made un- 
der systems differing greatly from the 
weekend plan. The presumption here is 
not to take issue on that score—it is 
merely to state the logical conclusion 
that has been reached after more than 
a year and a half of seeing the weekend 
training plan in operation. 

The idea was first conceived by Gen- 
eral Mark W. Clark, who at the time com- 
manded Sixth Army. He visualized it as 
a workable plan that would capture the 
interests of the Reservists, and once in 
operation would be the definite answer 
to the problem of keeping Reserve forces 
ma high state of readiness in case of 
emergency. 

Naturally a great many things can be 
Said in opposition, and a great many 
have. It is seriously doubted, however, 
that any of these remarks have escaped 
the ear of the writer or his staff, and 
One by one, as they come up they have 
been answered to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. 

The plan as it works at Fort MacAr- 
thur is a successful, high speed operation, 
pulsating with the spirit and fervor of 
Some 5,000 Reservists vfho make the Fort 
their headquarters one weekend each 
Month. Visitors and observers at Fort 
MacArthur, and on most weekends there 
are many, seldom fail to catch the en- 
thusiasm, and seriousness with which 
‘nstructor and student alike enter their 
training schedules. 

This enthusiasm is most certainiy not 
Peculiar to weekend training, but much 
Can be said for the fact that a two day 
— devoted to training activity great- 
is Ssists to engender enthusiasm which 
Noticeably absent in a two hour eve- 
ning sess‘on.

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Ten Subcommittees 
To Check on Forces 


The Armed Services Committees of the 
Senate and House have created a total 
of ten special subcommittees to keep 
close watch on the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Marine Corps in the present 
emergency. ; 

A Senate Armed Services Watchdog 
Subcommittee, headed by Senator Lyn- 
don Johnson (D-Tex) has been charged by 
Senator Millard E. Tydings (D-Md), 
Committee Chairman, with insuring that 
“every program authorized by the Con- 
gress is relentlessly pursued without 
waste of time, effort or money to bring it 
to fruition and support our gallant troops 
in the field.” 

Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House Armed Services Committee, named 
nine subcommittees of four members 
each to be responsible for anti-submarine 
warfare, guided missiles, radar fence, 
military manpower, tactical aviation, air- 
craft procurement (USAF), aircraft pro- 
curement (Navy), stockpiling and tanks. 

Appointment of these nine subcommit- 
tees was made in a joint statement by 
Chairman Vinson and Representative 
Dewey Short (R-Mo), ranking minority 
member of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee. 

In addition to Senator Johnson, the 
following members of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee were designated by 
Chairman Tydings to serve on the Watch- 
dog Subcommittee: Senators Chapman, 
Ky.; Kefauver, Tenn.; and Hunt, Wyo., 
all Democrats; and Senators Bridges, 
N. H.; Saltonstall, Mass.; and Morse, 
Oreg., Republicans. 


Watchdog Functions 


The nature of the tasks to be performed 
by the Senate Watchdog group was de- 
scribed thusly by Senator Tydings: 

“This subcommittee should function 
continuously and make such full investi- 
gations and recommendations as are re- 
quired, in order that the full committee 
may be from time to time advised of the 
difficulties confronting our program and 
may remedy these difficulties through the 
medium of legislation, bringing the mat- 
ter to the attention of the proper commit- 
tees of the Senate. 

“The present members of the highly 
efficient professional staff of our commit- 
tee will be the nucleus for beginning this 
important investigatory and other work. 
This plan should be of vast help to the 
rearmament and expansion program of 
our military forces. Among other things, 
it will 

‘*(1) Keep the investigations necessary in 
the hands of the committee which has already 
considered the general subject matter there-

‘*(2) Eliminate duplicating investigations; 

“*(3) Keep the full committee, the entire 
Senate and we hope the country well informed 
on matters connected with the procurement 
and expansion program of the Armed Serv- 
ices; 

“*(4) It will focus in one place the time-

NITED NATIONS forces in Korea 

late this week withdrew to a new de- 
fense line in the area of the Naktong 
River, a shallow, winding stream which 
runs generally north and south along 
the western front. 

The major withdrawal, which was ac- 
complished without incident, consolidates 
our defensive positions, shortens the line, 
and facilitates supply and communica- 
tions of the growing expeditionary force 
opposing the Communist invaders. The 
river, although shallow, presents a for- 
midable barrier to further Communist 
advances from the west and southwest. 

Strong American reinforcements ar- 
rived early this week and greatly stif- 
fened the resistance. Some of the new 
units were immediately rushed to the 
front and were soon engaged. 

The new troops included elements of 
the 2nd Division of the Army and the 
1st Mariage Division, from the west coast 
of the United States; the 5th Regimental 
Combat Team from Hawaii, a combat 
team from Okinawa, and several other 
supporting and supply units. In addition 
part of the 1st Marine Air Wing and 
more B-29 and B-50 medium bombers ar- 
rived from the United States. 

While the reinforcements landed in 
Korea were not sufficient to equalize the 
numerical strengths of the opposing 
forces, their arrival materially reduced 
the great disparity that had previously 
existed between our strength and that of 
the enemy. Elements of five American 
divisions and a number of supporting 
units are now in action in Korea. 

In addition remnants of several divi- 
sions of the South Korean army have 
been reorganized and are now holding 
important sectors of the long line. We now 
have overwhelming air support, which 
is being augmented almost every day by 
fresh air units and new planes from the 
United States. Though the situation in 
Korea is still serious, the arrival of rein- 
forcements this week appears to assure 
our retention of a substantial beachhead, 
during the buildup for a strong counter- 
offensive. 

The action of the President this week 
in calling to extended active duty four 
National Guard divisions and two regi- 
mental combat teams seems to indicate 
the possible dispatch of additional Reg- 
ular Army divisions and other troops to 
Korea from the United States. This pros- 
pective buildup and the ground rein- 
forcements promised by other members 
of the United Nations would appear to 
make it possible in the relatively near 
future to mount a strong offensive to 
drive the Red invaders from South Korea. 

During this week American and South 
Korean divisions, holding a meandering, 
but not continuous, line around the 185- 
mile perimeter of the beachhead, were 
subjected to constant pressure by Red 
troops in almost overwhelming strength.

| WAR IN KOREA Promotions Planned 


For Larger Services 


The Armed Forces this week revealed 
details concerning thousands of forth- 
coming temporary and permanent pro- 
motions, as the expansion program was 
put in high gear with the summoning to 
active duty of four National Guard di- 
visions and two regimental combat 
teams, coupled with the prospect of early 
involuntary recall of Reservists. 

As Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) an- 
nounced that the Army strength would 
be pushed beyond ‘the previously an- 
nounced goal of 837,000 men to a force 
of over a million,; an Army selection 
board was reported in session at the 
Pentagon reviewing records of Regular 
and Reserve officers for temporary pro- 
motions. 

The first group of Army temporary ad- 
vancements are expected to be made this 
Fall, some of them probably next month. 

At the same time, the Army announced 
criteria for the annual, regularly sched- 
uled permanent promotions of Regular 
officers. The first permanent selection 
boards are slated to convene on or about 
20 Sept. 

Details concerning all these and other 
key developments on the Armed Forces 
personnel situation are reported else- 
where in this issue. 

As the Army unfolded plans for perma- 
nent and temporary promotions and or- 
dered retention of non-Regular officers 
on active duty, the Air Force was re- 
ported preparing an announcement per- 
taining to temporary advancements of 
first lieutenants to captain. A statement 
on these promotions is expected next 
week. Further, the Air Force, having an- 
nounced last week the promotion of all 
886 officers previously selected for tem- 
porary advancement as vacancies de- 
veloped, must now formulate policies for 
new temporary selection boards to ranks 
above captain. This will be necessary 
since additional vacancies are developing 
daily as the expansion program is imple- 
mented. 

The Air Force buildup within the next 
year will provide 58 instead of the pres- 
ent 48 groups, with 69 groups to be ac- 
tivated within 30 months. The Air Force, 
which had 408,000 officers and men when 
hostilities erupted in Korea, will reach 
a strength of at least 548,000 to provide 
personnel for the 58 groups. 

For the present, the Navy and Marine 
Corps continue reluctant to spell out pro- 
motion plans for their personnel in 
specific terms comparable to those made 
available by the Army and Air Force. 
However, the buildup of the Navy from 
379,000 officers and men to the proposed 
minimum strength of 579,000 under the 
immediate expansion program and the 
reactivation of numerous ships and air 
units undoubtedly will provide hundreds. 
of billets to be filled by temporary pro- 
motions.

War in Korea

In consequence, withdrawals were neces- 
sary on almost all sections of the front. 

The principal gains of the Communists 
were made in the south where two North 
Korean divisions were able to penetrate 
the mountains and advance against weak 
opposition to within 40 miles of the ma- 
jor port of Pusan. The American 24th 
Division, which had borne the brunt of 
the fighting during the first month of the 
conflict, was again thrown into action 
against this new threat. It was forced 
in some places to give ground, but later 
counter-attacked to recapture and retain 
temporarily some of the valuable high 
ground previously lost. This action is be- 
lieved to have delayed a threatened Red 
offensive in this area. 


Chinju Airstrip Lost 

On the south flank the Reds captured 
Chinju, with its important airstrip, after 
it had been stubbornly defended by great- 
ly outnumbered units of the 24th Division. 
East of Kochang our troops were also 
forced to give some ground before strong 
Red attacks. : 

In the central sector the 1st Cavalry 
Division was continually pounded by 
strong North Korean forces, which ulti- 
mately fought their way into the burning 
town of Kumchon, an important rail and 
highway junction on the main axis of 
communications with Pusan. The Reds 
reached a point 15 miles from the provi- 
sional! capital of Taegu, also on the main 
rail and highway leading to Pusan. 

Three North Korean divisions were re- 
ported to be massing against the 1st and 
6th South Korean divisions in the Ham- 
chang area. These South Koreans resisted 
strongly and held their ground against 
repeated assaults. Singled out for special 
commendation was the 7th Regimental 
Combat Team of the 6th South Korean 
Division which fought magnificently 
throughout the conflict, and achieved a 
distinguished combat record. The South 
Koreans recaptured Yondok, a town on 
the east coast that has changed hands 
several times. 

For several days the Communists 
continued to attack incessantly all along 
the battlefront, regardless of the cas- 
ualties they suffered. The all-out drive 
of the Reds is obviously being made in 
an effort to complete the conquest of the 
peninsula before the buildup of American 
troops is sufficient to stall the advance 
and to initiate a counter-offensive. 

Enemy Losses Heavy 

Losses of the enemy in recent fighting 
have been tremendous. In front of the 
lst Cavalry Division 3,500 enemy dead 
were counted, while in front of the 27th 
Regiment of the 25th Division the enemy 
dead numbered more than 700. Between 
600 and 700 of the enemy were estimated 
to have been killed by Naval gunfire in a 
single engagement on the east coast. That 
this estimate may have been conservative 
is indicated by the statement of a pris- 
oner that two out of three North Korean 
battalions were annihilated by shellfire 
from Allied warships. 

Headquarters of the United Nations 
forces in Tokyo estimates that enemy 
losses since the beginning of hostilities 
now total 37,500, and 500 have been taken 
prisoner. American losses to date are less 
than 2,000, but the South Korean troops 
have suffered heavy casualties. 

At the outbreak of hostilities it was 
estimated that the enemy had about 
100,000 ground troops. Despite casualties 
this strength has doubled in the past 
month. The increase is accounted for 
largely by conscripts pressed into service 
by the enemy in both North and South 








Korea. These new, untrained troops are 
of doubtful value on the firing line, but 
can be used to advantage as ammunition 
carriers and labor troops in forwarding 
supplies and repairing roads and bridges. 

At the outset the North Koreans had 
about 100 Russian-built planes and 300 
Russian-made tanks. The North Korean 
Air Force has been swept from the skies, 
with about half of its planes destroyed 
in air combat, or on the ground at air 
fields. A conservative estimate places the 
number of enemy tanks destroyed at 204, 
with 111 knocked out by fighter planes 
and the remainder by ground troops. 
Some of the tanks have been replaced, 
but in the past week the enemy armor 
has been much less conspicuous than in 
previous heavy attacks. This could mean 
either that tanks are being destroyed 
much faster than they are being replaced, 
or that incessant air attacks have seri- 
ously interfered with the supply of gaso- 
line with which to operate them. 


Air Strengthened 


Increased air strength reaching the 
theater of operations is evidenced by the 
greatly increased number of combat 
sorties flown daily, and by the heavy 
strategic bombing strikes against North 
Korean industrial targets. In a five-day 
period B-29 bombers struck three times at 
chemical and munitions plants in the in- 
dustrial area of Hamhung on the east 
coast of North Korea, near the port of 
Wonsan. 


On 30 July about 50 B-29s hit a large 
explosives factory with several hundred 
tons of bombs, some as large as 1-ton. 
Reconnaissance photographs indicated 
that the plant was about 85 peg cent de- 
stroyed. Trains being loaded with muni- 
tions were wiped out during the attack. 


Two days later, on 1 August, a large 
chemical and light metals manufacturing 
plant, two miles east of the explosives 
factory, was struck by the Superfor- 
tresses with 400 tons of bombs. This at- 
tack appeared to be almost as successful 
as the previous one. Intense fires were 
seen and heavy ground explosions from 
within the plant rocked the bombers at an 
altitude of more than 15,000 feet. Flames 
rose 2,000 feet, and heavy black smoke 
mushroomed up to 12,000 feet, completely 
obscuring the target and forcing the last 
of the bombing squadrons to use radar 
sighting. 

Again, on 3 August, some 40 B-29 
medium bombers struck the same indus- 
trial area, this time concentrating their 
attack on the Bogun Chemical Plant in 
Konan, three miles from the explosives 
plant which was bombed and largely de- 
stroyed on 30 July. More than 400 tons 
of high explosive bombs were dropped, 
with estimated good results. One-fourth 
of the bombs were dropped visually and 
the remainder by radar sighting, since 
clouds obscured the target most of the 
time. The big plant which made compo- 
nents for munitions is believed to have 
been largely wrecked. 


AF Combat Record 


Recapitulating Air Force successes in 
the Korean fighting, Maj. Gen. Earle E. 
Partridge, Commanding General, Fifth 
Air Force, said that as of 31 July, his or- 
ganization had destroyed 302 North Ko- 
rean tanks and damaged 240 others 
during 6388 sorties. Forty-four enemy air- 
craft were destroyed, two others are 
listed as “probables” and damage was 
done to 11 North Korean planes. 


General Partridge reported that Amer- 
can plane losses were 43, some from 
enemy action and others through me- 
chanical failures or accidents. - 








Names in War News 


The names of the following military 
personnel have appeared in official an- 
nouncements and in battlefield news dis- 
patches from the Far East. 


ARMY 


Award of five Legion of Merit medals, four 
Lezion of Merit (Oak Leaf Cluster) and 
three Bronze Star Medals to officers of 
GHQ, Far East Command, is announced. 
The presentation of nine of these medals 
was made by Maj. Gen. Edward M. Almond, 
Chief of Staff. Heading the list was the 
award to Maj. Gen. John H, Church, USA, 
now Commanding General of the 24th In- 
fantry Division, of the Legion of Merit (Oak 
Leaf Cluster) ‘‘for exceptionally meritorious 
conduct” while serving as Commanding Gen- 
eral ADCOM and Deputy Commanding Gen- 
eral, USAFIK. 

General Church was responsible for the 
organization of GHQ’s Advance Command 
Post established in Korea on 27 June, and 
for the stabilizing of U. S. Army Forces in 


Korea. He also reorganized and reformed 
the dispersed troops of the Republic of 
Korea. 


The citation accompanying the award to 
General Church, said: ‘‘Working without re- 
gard to hours and with an inadequate staff 
and meager communications, he gave the 
necessary impetus,and direction for the re- 
establishment of the deteriorating front lines. 
By his personal example and tactical guid- 
ance, he gave fortifying stamina to the Army 
of the Republic of Korea, accelerating the 
regrouping and deployment of their scattered 
forces, resulting in the enemy being delayed 
to the extent that an affective fighting force 
could be deployed for action."’ 

The Legion of Merit and Legion of Merit 
(Oak Leaf Cluster) awards were made to the 
following officers ‘‘for exceptionally meri- 
torious conduct in the performance of out- 
standing service’’: 

Legion of Merit: 

Col. George C. Masters, USA, who, as 
ADCOM's Ordnance Officer, reassembled and 
re-equipped the Ordnance Service of the 
South Korean Army in spite of ‘‘overwhelm- 
ing difficulties.”’ 

Lt. Col. Olinte M. Barsanti, USA, who as 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-1, was ‘‘responsi- 
ble for setting up the entire administrative 
organization of ADCOM headquarters and 
USAFIK, including the Korea Military Ad- 
visory Group.” 

Lt. Col. Martin L. Green, USA, who as 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, ‘‘obtained and 
presented tactical information in such a man- 
ner as to enable the commanding general to 
make decisions, frequently reconnoitering 
the front lines personally to obtain a clear 
and accurate picture of the tactical situa- 
tion.’’ 

Legion of Merit (Oak Leaf Cluster): 

Col. Henry Berbert, USA, whose ‘‘out- 
standing performance of duty resulted in 
adequate engineer support for both United 
States and South Korean troops.’’ 

Col. Norman L. Winn, USA, who as 
ADCOM’s Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, ‘‘re- 
established the supply system which kept 
vitally needed supplies flowing to the front.’’ 

Lt. Col. LeRoy Lutes, jr., USA, who as- 
sisted the G-3, “in obtaining accurate in- 
formation on which to base plans and future 


operations.’’ 
For ‘meritorious service in connection 
with military operations’’ in Korea, three 


officers received the Bronze Star Medal: 

Lt. Col. Howard F. Kuenning, USA, as 
Quartermaster, ‘‘insured a continuing flow 
of rations and essentiai items to the front 
lines.”’ 

Lt. Col. Everett W. Partin, USA, who as 
Medical Supply Officer, ‘‘established a system 
for hospitalization and evacuation of wound- 
ed, and made available critical medical sup- 
plies.’’ 

At a later date the Legion of Merit will 
be presented to: 

Lt. Col. John L. McGinn, USAF, ADCOM’s 
only Air Force representative, who ‘‘com- 
manded the Suwon airport and organized, 
established and directed all air operations.”’ 

Lt. Col. Lewis D. Vieman, USA, who ‘‘as 
Deputy G-4 for USAFIK and G-4 adviser to 
the South Korean Army, aided materially the 
re-establishment of a supply system."’ Both 
officers are still on duty in Korea. 

Also absent from the ceremony was Lt. 
Col. Lewis A. Hunt, USA, who later will re-

ceive the Bronze Star Medal for ‘‘meritorious 
service’’ as ADCOM'’s Transportation Officer, 

Lt. Ellworth P. Lauer led a jeep patrol 
out of Kumchon towards Kochang, 30 miles 
south and was ambushed by a large enemy 
force, but managed to escape when a platoon 
led by Lt. Samuel T. Rhodes came to the 
rescue. Both units, totalling about 75 men 
fought their way out of a trap sprung by 
500 North Koreans. 

Lt. George Hartnell, a platoon leader, was 
with a 1st Cavalry Division unit which had 
to engage in two fire fights, ford five streams 
and cross eight mountains to make a 30 mile 
three-day march to safety near Yongdong 
Soldiers said the escape was made possible 
through the resourceful leadership of Capt 
Terry Feild. Capt. Harold Van Ness was 
another officer who helped lead the escape 
from entrapment by superior North Korean 


forces. Capt. Ralph W. Caither led a de 
tachment from Regimental headquarters 
which reached the endangered American 


troops and guided them the final miles of the 
march. Capt. Richard L. Cohen, a battalion 
officer, also was with the trapped U. § 
company. 

Capt. David A. Bisset and 1st Lt. Arthur 
M. Clarke were aides of Maj. Gen, William 
Dean, missing commander of the 24th In- 
fantry Division. 

M/Set. Clarence Lackner has been award- 
ed the third cluster to a Silver Star by Maj. 
Gen. William B. Kean, Commanding General, 
25th Infantry Division, for acts of heroism 
in the face of attack by superior enemy 
forces. Sergeant Lackner is the holder of 
several other U. S. Army awards, including 
the Bronze Star and the Purple Heart with 
two clusters. 

Lt. William C. Heard has been awarded 
the Bronze Star by General Kean, for action 
in combat when his unit was attacked by 
overwhelming numbers of the enemy. Lieu- 
tenant Heard, the citation said, distinguished 
himself by swimming a swollen river and 
walking several miles to American artillery 
positions where he directed fire on enemy 
tanks which had penetrated positions of his 
unit. Lieutenant Heard’s action was 
prompted by the fact that he had discovered 
communications to the forward observation 
post were out when his Commanding Officer 
requested artillery support, making neces 
sary a personally delivered message. 

Lt. Norman Black of the 24th Infantry 
Regiment told how North Koreans had 
blackened the face of one of their men and 
had him drive a group of Communists 
towards an American position at gun point 
When the enemy force neared an American 
command post, they opened fire, including 
the North Korean ‘‘Negro’’ soldier who had 
appeared to our troops to be bringing in a 
group of guerillas. 

Maj. Anthony Rozga is in command of 4 
group of 18 Eighth Army, liaison pilots cred- 
ited with doing a magnificent job as “eyes 
for their own artillery and Air Force planes. 


1st Lt. John B. Stanton flew 14 guidance’ 
missions in a nine-day period, while other 
liaison pilots mentioned in a FEC con 


munique are ist Lt. George Rogers and Ist 
Lt. James E. Alvator, both of whom had 
narrow escapes from death. 

Col. Earl R. Chase is the Area Petroleum 
Officer in South Korea, responsible for sup 
plying fuel requirements for all military 
forces. 

Award of the Silver Star Medal to 1st Lt 
Gordon D, Mohr is announced at GHQ. FEC 
An advisor to a South Korean Army unit, he 
secured an anti-tank gun and using his oe 
vehicle as a prime-mover, personally move 
the gun to the front without infantry _ 
port to fire at enemy tanks.

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Army Temp Promotions 


An Army selection board to name offi- 
cers for temporary promotions to the 
ranks of colonel, lieutenant colonel, ma- 
jor, and captain was reported in session 
at the Pentagon this week. 

It is expected that hundreds of tempo- 
rary promotions for Regular and Reserve 
officers will result from recommendations 
made by the board, membership of which 
is composed of five major generals. 

Army officials would not answer queries 
regarding the eligibility criteria being 
used by the board. Presumably, these 
criteria are being kept more elastic than 
is normal because Army expansion plans 
during recent days have changed con- 
siderably. 

For example, while it was stated first 
that the Army would go to a strength of 
about 830,000, the word this week was 
that the Army would exceed 1,000,000 offi- 
cers and men. Obviously, the greater the 
increase the larger the need for tempo- 
rary promotions to fill billets. 

However, no official explanation for 
the failure to release eligibility criteria 
was available at the Pentagon as THE 
JourNAL went to press. 

The temporary promotions are to be 
made in accordance with AR 605-12, 30 
September 1948. However, the “fully 
qualified” instead of the “best qualified” 
method will be used, except for the pro- 
motions to colonel, which will be on a 
“best qualified” basis. Also, field com- 
manders will not be required to submit 
recommendations for or against the 
temporary promotion of an officer. 

According to Paragraph 6(b) of AR 
605-12, “based upon the estimated vacan- 
cies which will occur between selections 
and upon the needs of the various 
branches the zone of consideration within 
in each of the two rosters (Regular and 
Non-Regular) will be determined and 
announced by the Department of the 
Army. The number of Regular and non- 
Regular officers to be included in the 
zone of consideration will be in direct 
proportion to the total number of each 
group as listed in the two rosters.” 

Temporary promotions to the ranks of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel, major and 
captain will go to line officers of the 





Army, and to members of the Judge Ad- | 


vocate General’s Corps, Chaplains Corps, 
Medical Service Corps, Medical Corps, 
Dental Corps and Veterinary Corps. 

Probably, the Army will work out a 
temporary promotion scheme for its 
women officers in the WAC, Nurse Corps 
and Women’s Medical Specialist Corps, 
although this was not certain. 

Members of the selection board are 
Maj. Gen. Albert M. Jones, president of 
the Army Personnel Board; Maj. Gen. 
Miller G. White, Reserve, Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam W. Eagles, USA, and Maj. Gen. Ed- 
ward S. Bres, Reserve, members of the 
Personnel Board; and Maj. Gen. Alfred 
B. Quinton, jr., USA, assigned to the Mu- 
nitions Board. 

At the same time, the Army elaborated 
on the procedure for the temporary bat- 
tlefield promotions which General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur has been au- 
thorized to make in Korea. 

For the battlefield promotions to lieu- 
tenant colonel and major, an officer must 
have served six months in grade and must 

ave demonstrated his ability in the 
higher grade for a minimum period of 
two months, 

For battlefield promotion to captain 
and first lieutenant, an officer must have 
Six months in grade also and have proven 
himself for at least one month in the 
higher grade. 

Thus, it could be possible for an offi- 
cer fighting in Korea to receive two tem- 
Porary promotions within a year. 





Speed Invol. Recalls 


The Armed Forces, particularly the 
Army, are expected to speed involuntary 
Tecalls of Reserve officers to meet the 
accelerated expansion of the Services. 

The action was believed imperative to 
Permit the most efficient prosecution of 
the war in Korea and to allow personnel 
officials to provide for the most orderly 
°verall buildup possible. 
pttilitary officials, although recognizing

t sufficient officers, particularly of 





company grade rank where the need is 
greatest, would apply voluntarily for ac- 
tive duty. 

In this, the hope was to keep the im- 
pact of the expansion program on the 
civilian economy at a minimum. How- 
ever, adequate numbers of Reservists 
have not applied for active service. Many 
have decided to remain on the military 
sidelines and wait either for a more 
convenient time personnally or for a call 
to active duty from the Services. 

It is obvious that such a proceduré, on 
a voluntary basis, does not permit maxi- 
mum utilization of military manpower 
especially at a time of crisis. Therefore, 
the speedup in the rate of involuntary 
officer recalls is now expected. 

The involuntary recalls are the next 
logical step after the call to active duty 
of four National Guard divisions and two 
Regimental Combat Teams. This action 
had been sought by top military officials 
for weeks. 

In the face of the worsening interna- 
tional situation, the involuntary recalls 
are held co-essential with the National 
Guard call. 

It is expected that officers of all ranks 
are to be recalled involuntarily, although 
the largest number will be among those 
in lower ranks. 

The fact that the Department of De- 
fense on Thursday announced officially a 
deferrment policy to be followed with 
regard to call to active duty of Reserv- 
ists and National Guard personnel 
heightened the speculation relative to 
early involuntary call of members of the 
Civilian Components. 

Yesterday, 4 Aug., the Army announced 
plans to call 62,000 of its 185,000 enlisted 
reserves who are not assigned to organ- 
ized units, The enlisted reserve personnel 
to be called first are those between the 
ages of 19 and 25 and they will Le sum- 
moned on a priority basis according to 
the least number of dependents. They 
will be used mainly to fill out National 
Guard and ORC units called to Federal 
service. The 116,000 enlisted reserves who 
are members of units are not affected 
by this call, the Army said. 





Income Tax Relief 


A Democrat and Republican have in- 
troduced bills in the House to restore 
the World War II income tax exemption 
of $1500 for members of the Armed Forces 
subsequent to 24 June 1950. 


H. R. 9183 was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Pat Sutton (D-Tenn.), and 
H. R. 9245 was introduced by Representa- 
tive E. P. Scrivener (R-Kans.). 


That such income tax relief should be 
extended to military personnel because of 
special financial hardships created by the 
current military situation was advocated 
in an editorial published in last week’s 
issue of THE JOURNAL. 


Discussing the need for an additional 
$1500 deduction for members of the 
Armed Forces, Representative Scrivner 
said military personnel “should not have 
to fight the war and pay for it too.” 


The Kansas legislator addressed the 
House as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker, in the immediate future 
many young men, and some older ones, who 
served so long and so honorably in World 
War II will again be in our Armed Forces. 

‘“‘Many of them have just completed their 
GI training, have begun business or opened 
professional offices. They have married, ac- 
quired homes, started families. Their obli- 
gations are great; their opportunities for the 
future are dark indeed, with their lives again 
interrupted by military service 

‘‘As yet the administration does not recog- 
nize the existing situation as war, nor even 
as a national emergency. Whatever this is in 
Korea, its effects on the men in service are 
the same as war. 

In World War II our military men were 
granted an additional $1,500 deduction from 
their taxable income. The Nation felt it was 
right that making the sacrifice they did they 
should have a little less to pay than those 
who were not fighting the war. In other 
words, they should not have to fight the war 
and pay for it too. 

“The men serving during this period—in 
this what-is-it in Korea—deserve the same— 
this exemption. 

‘‘Mr. Speaker, for these reasons I have just 
introduced a bill to give those fighting in this 
conflict that same additional deduction we 
gave the fighting men of World War II. They 
deserve it and I hope the bill will get im- 
mediate consideration.”’ 





Call Guard Divisions 


Four National Guard infantry divi- 
sions and two Guard regimental combat 
teams were designated this week for Fed- 
eral service, expected to begin next 
month. 

The National Guard units called to 
duty by Secretary of Defense Louis John- 
son, with Presidential approval, are: 

28th Infantry Division of Pennsylvania, 
commanded by Maj. Gen. Daniel B. 
Strickler, lieutenant governor of Penn- 
sylvania, with Brig. Gen. Thomas L. 
Hoban as Assistant Division Commander, 
which will train at Camp Atterbury, Ind. 

40th Infantry Division, California, un- 
der command of Maj. Gen. Daniel H. 
Hudelson, with Brig. Gen. Homer O. 
Eaton, jr., Assistant Division Commander, 
and Brig. Gen. William W. Burgess, jr., 
Division Artillery Commander, which 
will undergo training at Camp Cooke, 
near Lompoc, Calif. 

43d Infantry Division, Vermont, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island, commanded 
by Maj. Gen. Kenneth F. Cramer, who 
has been head of the National Guard 
Bireau at the Pentagon since 31 Sept. 
1947. Brig. Gen. Reginald W. Buzzell is 
Assistant Division Commander and Brig. 
Gen. Chester A. Files is Artillery Com- 
mander. The division will train at Camp 
Pickett, Va. 

45th Infantry Division, Oklahoma, com- 
manded by Maj. Gen. James C. Styron, 
with Brig. Gen. Roy W. Kenny as As- 
sistant Commander and Brig. Gen. Hal 
L. Muldrow as Artillery Commander, will 
train at Camp Polk, La. 

The 196th Regimental Combat Team 
of South Dakota, under command of Col. 
Kenneth R. Scurr, will be ordered to 
Camp Carson, Colo. 

The 278th Regimental Combat Team 
of Tennessee, under Lt. Col. Warren C. 
Giles, will receive training at Ft. Devens, 
Mass. 

The summoning of the four divisions 
and two regimental combat teams to ac- 
tive duty gives representation to each of 
the six ZI Army areas. 

The following data was released at the 
Pentagon this week pertaining to the 
Federalized National Guard divisions and 
regimental combat teams and their com- 
manders: 

28TH INFANTRY DIVISION 

The 28th Infantry Division, Pennsylvania 
National Guard, was the first to receive spe- 
cific authorization to reorganize as a National 
Guard Division. following World War II. It 
is composed of units with long historical back- 
grounds. One of the most outstanding is the 
record of the 109th Field Artillery Battalion 
which counts among its battle honors such 
historic names as Brandywine, Germantown, 
Vera Cruz, Chancellorsville, and the Meuse- 
Argonne and Champagne campaigns of World 
War I, in addition to the campaigns of the 
most recent war. During World War II it 
participated in the campaigns of Normandy, 
Northern France, Rhineland, Ardennes, and 
Central Europe. First units were organized 
in November 1946. Organization was com- 
pleted in June 1949. Most of the World War 
II units have been retained in the postwar 
reorganization. 

Commanders 

Maj. Gen. Daniel B. Strickler, Command- 
ing General, Infantry Division, Pennsylvania 
National Guard, enlisted in the National 
Guard as a private in January 1916. He saw 
service on the Mexican Border and received 
a commission in 1917. He commanded a com- 
pany in France in World War I and was in 
five campaigns. He went on active duty as 
a Battalion Commander in the 28th Divi- 
sion in 1942. After landing with his unit in 
France in 1944 he participated in another five 
campaigns. Following VE, Day he was the 
Military Governor of the German Saarland. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas L. Hoban, Assistant 
Division Commander, started his military 
career in May 1917 by attending officers’ 
training camp. In World Wer I he served 
overseas during three campaigns as a com- 
pany commander and supply officer. From 
1921 to 1941 he served with units of the Penn- 
sylvania National Guard and reported for 
active duty in February 1941. He served over- 
seas aS a regimental executive officer and 
infantry task force commander. He was 
wounded and taken prisoner of war during 
the Ardennes break-through in December 
1944, 

40TH INFANTRY DIVISION 

A major component of the National Guard’s 
ground forces is the 40th Infantry Division, 
the outfit with the sunburst on its shoulders. 
Its reorganization as a National Guard Divi- 
sion began in October 1946 and is built around 
Guard units that trace their history back to 
1874 when some of the first militia units were 
formed in California. As a division its history 
dates to 1917 when Guard units from Califor- 
nia, Arizona, Colorado and New Mexico were 
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placed under the command of Maj. Gen. 
Frederick S. Strong and trained at Camp 
Kearney, Calif. As a unit the 40th saw no 
service in World War I but its officers and 
men formed parts of other divisions that 
participated in the campaigns of St. Mihiel 
and the Argonne. Following World War I 
it was redesignated a National Guard divi- 
sion in California. It was inducted in 1941 
and during World War II saw action in the 
Philippines. After deactivation the division 
was reassigned to California where it was 
allocated to the southern part of the state. 
Its first units were federally recognized in 
October 1946 and organization of its 110 com- 
pany-sized units was completed by November 
1949. 





Commanders 


Maj. Gen. Daniel H. Hudelson, Command- 
ing General, began his military career by 
enlisting as a private in the 160th Infantry 
Regiment in 1925. That same year he earned 
a commission as a second lieutenant of in- 
fantry. He remained with the National Guard 
until 1940 when he entered on active duty 
with the 40th Division as a major assigned 
to the Division Staff. He zommanded a United 
States Commando Training Detachment in 
Scotland until 1942. Assigned to the 14th 
Armored Division, he became commander of 
a combat command, landing with his unit 
at Marseille, France, in October 1944. He 
commanded Task Force Hudelson during the 
attempted German break-through at Bitche. 
His command was officially credited with 
taking 47,000 German prisoners, releasing 
60,000 Allied prisoners and knocking out 117 
enemy tanks. 

Brig. Gen. Homer O. Eaton, jr., Assistant 
Division Commander, began his military ca- 
reer by enlisting as a private in the 160th In- 
fantry in 1921. He was commissioned a second 
lieutenant in the ORC in 1924 and in1926trans- 
ferred his commission to the National Guard. 
In 1941 he was inducted into Federal service 
as a captain. In 1942 he commanded the 
second battalion of the 160th Infantry and 
later became regimental executive officer. He 
was assigned as a Staff officer to the XIV 
Army Corps in 1944 after service with the 
40th on Guadalcanal and Bougainville. He 
served with the corps in Luzon, P., I., and in 
Japan. Following his release from active 
service in 1946 he was assigned to the Cali- 
fornia State staff and, subsequently, held 
the distinction of being commanding officer 
of the first unit of the California National 
Guard (160th Infantry) to receive its postwar 
recognition. In 1947 he was reassigned as 
assistant division commander of the 40th 
Division, California National Guard. 

Brig. Gen. William W. Burgess, jr., Divi- 
sion Artillery Commander, enlisted in the 
160th Infantry Regiment, California National 
Guard in 1921. In 1926 he was commissioned 
in the ORC and transferred his commission 
to the National Guard in 1929. He entered 
on Federal service in 1941 as a captain. In 
1942 he was assigned to the War Department 
General Staff. Overseas he served as a bat- 
talion commander in the 36th Infantry. He 
returned to the United States in 1944 and was 
assigned as a staff officer in General Head- 
quarters, Far East Command, until relieved 
from active duty in 1947. He was appointed 
commanding officer of the 223d Infantry 
Regiment, California National Guard in 1948 
and Artillery Commander of the 40th Divi- 
sion in 1949. 


43D INFANTRY DIVISION. 

Although many of its component organiza- 
tiosn have military histories dating back to 
pre-Revolutionary War days, the 43d Infan- 
try Division of New England did not come 
into being until 1935. But its service in the 
Pacific in World War II added a glowing 
chapter to the brilliant history of the war 
service contributed by National Guard divi- 
sions. 

The history of the units that comprise the 
division is the history of early America. Con- 
necticut’s 169th and 102d Infantry Regiments 
and 963d Field Artillery Battalion stem from 
country regiments of militia that were raised 
in 1672. The 172d Infantry Regiment from 
Vermont originated in 1769. In the Revolu- 
tionary War the parent organization was 
known as Ethan Allen's ‘‘Green Mountain 
Boys.”’ 

The 43d’s first Federal service began in 
February 1941 when it was called to active 
duty with other National Guard divisions. It 
was shipped overseas in 1942 and had its first 
taste of combat on Guadalcanal in 1943. 
After Guadalcanal the 43d embarked on the 
long hard road to Tokyo through the jungles 
and beaches of the Russell Islands, Solomons, 
New Georgia, Rendova, New Guinea and the 
Philippines. At the end of the war the 43d 
was in training as part of the XI Corps for 
the invasion of Japan. It served in Japan as 
part of the army of occupation. 

The 43d was deactivated in October 1945 
and came into existence again as a National 
Guard Division the following year. It com- 
pleted organization of the 110 company-sized 
units in March 1949. 

Commanders 

Maj. Gen. Kenneth F. Cramer began his 
military career as a private in the .CMTC 
at Plattsburg, New York in 1916. He joined 
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Perm. Army Promotions

Department of Army Selection Board. 
They must be submitted not later than 
10 days after convening of the boards. 

Dates for the convening of the various 
permanent selection boards was an- 
nounced as follows: 

Army and Chaplains Promotion List 
officers: Promotion to captain, on or 
about 18 Sept.; promotion to major, on 
or about 23 Oct.; and promotion to lieu- 
tenant colonel, on or about 13 Nov.

Judge Advocate General’s Corps

45, which thus makes only one officer, 
Helen R. Sheehan, eligible. 

To Captain—Junior officer is Betty J. 
Snyder, Number 103. The official Promo- 
tion List reveals that officers whose Num- 
bers go from 104 through 119 will have 
completed seven years promotion sery- 
ice prior to 1 Jan., 1952. 


Retain Non-Regulars 

Reserve officers on extended active duty 
who do not volunteer to continue in 
service may be retained nonetheless for 
an “indefinite period,” the Army has an- 
nounced. 

The action was taken in the face of 
the fact that nearly all of the 39,000 
non-Regular officers on active duty would 
be eligible for separation during 1951. 

Although overage officers with critical 
skills are to be retained also, the Army 
said that none of these officers would be 
held in service beyond the age of 60. 

The following is the full text of the 
Army’s announcement on retention of 
noh-Regulars: 

“Army and overseas theater commanders 
today (31 July) were given authority to re 
tain non-regular officers for an indefinite 
period beyond their normal separation dates 
if they do not volunteer to remain on ex- 
tended active duty. 

“At the same time, the Army moved to 
extend on active duty those officers who pos- 
sess critical skills and normally would be 
separated when they reach the maximum age 
allowed for their respective grades. 

“It was pointed out that of the 39,000 non- 
regular officers now on active duty, nearly 
all would be eligible for discharge during 
1951, the last year of a 3-year ‘category’ 
commitment they signed in 1948 in which they 
agreed to remain on active duty for three 
years. Loss of these officers would seriously 
cripple many installations. 

“In the order issued today, Army com- 
manders were given authority to retain these 
officers without their consent, and place them 
in a new category with an indefinite expira- 
tion date. 

““Over-age officers with critical skills also 
will be retained for an indefinite period, but 
none beyond the age of 60. Army commanders 
will determine those possessing critical skills 
within their respective commands.”’ 


Enlisted Promotions in FEC 

The Department of the Army has au- 
thorized the Far East Command to sus- 
pend career promotion examinations for 
enlisted personnel in units in Korea and 
Japan where necessary under present 
conditions. The Far East Command has 
also been authorized to open up enlisted 
promotions against vacancies in these 
same units in Korea and Japan without 
requiring the individuals to follow the 
regular career procedures for such pro- 
motion. Qualified men in these units in 
Korea and Japan, who are unable to com- 
pete on the scheduled career promotion 
examinations, may now secure promo 
tions from their regimental or separate 
battalion commander.

jery and tank guns fire ceaward on towed 
and stationary targets, as do the Infantry 
mortars. Ordnance has a big maintenance 
job to do. Signal, Quartermaster, Trans- 
portation, Medical, and Chemical units 
work from week to week on field prob- 
Jems. Their schedules give them little 
chance to get caught up on sleep in a 
classroom. Military Police units do the 
MP work for the weekend, and Intelli- 
gence organizations work on cases which 
actually exist. 

All Army branches are included on the 
training schedule. In addition to those 
mentioned there are Logistical Training 
Divisions, a Reception Center, Replace- 
ment Training Depot, Military Govern- 
ment Group, Finance Disbursing and 
Chaplain units. 

Lack of a clear cut policy for payment 
of personnel in many of these units has 
nad no effect on attendance whatsoever. 
Clarification under the new program will 
let every man know where he stands, 
put until now none of those engaged in 
weekend training have seemed to care 
particularly. 

A steady increase in attendance has 
peen noted from the start. About 200 re- 
ported during the first few weekends. At 
the present time the average is in the 
neighborhood of 900.a week, and on many 
weekends the figure jumps to more than 
1400. When pay was dropped for train- 
ing units a few months ago, the attend- 
ance curve continued upward. 

The ratio between officers and enlisted 
men is probably the same as that in most 
large centers of population. Most officer 
positions are filled and there is a defi- 
nite need for enlisted men. This is even 
more true under the new program, which 
sets quotas and time limits, but at the 
present time there are about three of- 
fiers for every enlisted man taking part 
in weekend training. With the new em- 
phasis on WAC recruitment in the Los 
Angeles area, an increasing number of 
women are taken part in the Saturday 
and Sunday training sessions. 

One very important factor that has 
contributed to the success of the plan, 
though probably not in proportion to the 
publicity it has received, is that depend- 
ents are as welcome at Fort MacArthur 
as the Reservists themselves. This, no 
doubt, adds glamour to the weekend, but 
when the provision was included in the 
original plan, there was no thought of 
doing so. It was merely another expedi- 
ent to make the plan attractive, and to 
combat the obvious objection to family 
Separations, which were all too frequent 
and prolonged during the war. The 
“training schedule” for wives and kids 
consists of especially arranged tours, 
boat rides, swimming parties and teas. 
Families get together Saturday night for 
Parties at the Officer’s and Non-Com- 
missioned Officer’s clubs. Qualified baby 
sitters are available at the Hostess House. 
Reasonable rates prevail for food and 
service, and for many families the Fort 
MacArthur weekend is a highlight of the 
month, 

Personnel from about 300 separate 
Units in the Los Angeles area participate. 
Original distance limit was set at 32 
miles but experience has shown that dis- 
tance has little to do with a person’s de- 
sire to train. Many come from several 
times that far away. 

Training hours are from 1300 to 1700 
on Saturday and from 0800 to 1200 on 
Sunday, with time out for church serv- 
ces held in a conveniently located 
apel. These are the compulsory hours 
or training. Reservists arrive Saturday 
morning. Those with families see that

unit activity. 

Careful coordination between unit in- 
structors and unit commanders is neces- 
sary to assure an even flow of training. 
Instructors accompany their units to 
Fort MacArthur and work closely with 
them during the weekend. Training 
schedules are published far enough in 
advance to allow ample time for prepa- 
ration. 

This schedule, as can readily be seen, 
changes the work week for Post person- 
nel. They work through the regular 
weekend and take the two day holiday 
on Tuesday and Wednesday. All post ac- 
tivity is keyed to take care of Reserve 
training and is adjusted to coincide with 
training hours. 

Although most of the activity at the 
Fort is concentrated on the weekend 
phase of training, it is not to be con- 





strued that these are the only days of 
action at the training center. A full 
schedule of two-week summer training 
sessions for certain units keeps things 
moving throughout the vacation period. 
These units coordinate their training 
with those on weekends and work on the 
established Fort time schedule. 

Constant emphasis is placed upon the 
importance of all training at Fort Mac- 
Arthur, not only from the standpoint of 
getting every penny’s worth of value out 
of every dollar spent, but also because 
it is serious business. Reservists are con- 
tinually urged to learn to use equipment 
right and learn to use it well. The time 
may come when that will pay off. 

In the meantime, Reservists in the Los 
Angeles area, with but few exceptions, 
are unanimous in saying that weekend 
training at Fort MacArthur is past the 
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embryonic stage and is definitely here 
to stay.

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Navy Promotion Policy 


The Navy anticipates no change in its 
present officer promotion policy, THE 
JOURNAL learned this week. 

Although one top-ranking Naval offi- 
cer said that it was apparent the Navy 
would have to make some changes 
eventually, the official reply of the De- 
partment was that “no plans have been 
made for the temporary promotion of 
officers.” 

At present the Navy has 1,038 officers 
who have been selected for promotion to 
higher grades but who are still awaiting 
vacancies. This figure includes six offi- 
cers who have been selected for flag 
rank, 30 who will be promoted to com- 
mander, 102 who will be promoted to 
lieutenant commander, and “about 900,” 
the Navy said, who have been picked for 
promotion to lieutenant. The Navy em- 
phasized that there will be no step-up in 
effecting the promotions of these officers 
and that they “will continue to be pro- 
moted only as vacancies occur.” 

It was indicated, however, that there 
will be some accelerated promotion of 
enlisted personnel. This will be accom- 
plished, the Navy said, by “increased 
quotas in service-wide examinations to 
fit the needs of the service.” What these 
needs are or how they are to be deter- 
mined was not divulged. 

Earlier, a directive issued by Navy Sec- 
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retary Matthews provided for the invol- 
untary retention of all enlisted person- 
nel (both Navy and Marine Corps, Reg- 
ular and Reserve) whose enlistments ex- 
pire at any time during the next twelve 
months, “unless such members volun- 
tarily extend or reenlist.” Excepted were 
volunteer Reservists. 

The announcement said that members 
whose enlistment is involuntarily ex- 
tended are “not entitled to reenlistment 
bonus or reenlistment allowance,” but 
pointed out that there has been “no 
change in the present law governing pay- 
ment of reenlistment bonus or reenlist- 
ment allowance to members who volun- 
tarily reenlist or extend their enlistment 
in the Regular Navy and the Marine 
Corps.” 

A second directive, released by Under 
Secretary of the Navy Dan A. Kimball 
said that “All men hereafter transferred 
to the Fleet Reserve or Fleet Marine 
Corps Reserve will be continued on ac- 
tive duty upon transfer.” Commanding 
officers were ordered to “retain such per- 
sons at their present duty stations until 
ordered to other duty by competent au- 
thority.” 

Men now in transit for further trans- 
fer to the Fleet Reserve, upon reporting 
to a Naval activity, will be ordered by 
that activity to the nearest Naval re-

Marine Promotion Policy 


Written professional examinations for 
Marine officers and enlisted men may be 
discontinued, THE JOURNAL was advised 
this week. 

At the same time it was learned that 
temporary promotions of a probationary 
nature have been authorized for enlisted 
men. The Marine Corps said that such 
promotions will be made “to fill up Table 
of Organziation vacancies within units 
going to combat areas.” 

The plan to discontinue written profes- 
tional exams is “tentatively contem- 
plated” and if put into effect will be 
“for the duration of the current emer- 
gency conditions,” Headquarters pointed 
out. It has not yet been approved. 


The Corps also said that “no firm plans 
have yet been made for changes in offi- 
cer promotion,” but the wording indi- 
cated that such plans are probably be- 
ing considered. The same statement was 
made applicable to the speed-up promo- 
tion of officers who have been selected 
but are awaiting vacancies. 


Two hundred and eighty-three officers 
are currently on the “waiting list” for 
promotion to the next higher grade. They 
include one brigadier general selected for 
promotion to two-star rank, three co- 
lonels awaiting promotion to brigadier 


general, 42 lieutenant colonels who have | 


been selected for the top field grade, 54 
majors who will be promoted to lieu- 
tenant colonel, 65 captains who have 
been selected for the rank of major, and 
79 warrant officers picked for CWO. 

Headquarters also said that there will 
be no spot promotions for officers serving 
with units now in Korea. 





Marine Majors Decorated 


Two Marine fliers, Majors Gelon H. 
Doswell and John P. McMahon, have 
been decorated for World War II by Maj. 
Gen. William J. Wallace, Director of Ma- 
rine Aviation. 

Major Doswell was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross with one Gold 
Star, and the Air Medal with five Gold 
Stars, for heroism and extraordinary and 
meritorious achievements in aerial flights 
during operations against enemy Japa- 
nese forces in the Solomon Islands area, 
5 Feb. 1943 to 18 Dec. 1943. 


Major McMahon was awarded the Dis- 


tinguished Flying Cross with three Gold 
Stars, and Gold Stars in lieu of a second 
through thirteenth air medal. He was 
cited for heroism, and extraordinary and 
meritorious achievements during opera- 
tions in the Pacific war area in 1942, 
1943 and 1945. 





Marine Corps Reserve 


Basing his decision (B-94890) on the 
Naval Aviation Personnel Act of 1940, as 
amended, the Comptroller General has 
ruled that: “A member of the Marine 
Corps Reserve who is injured while on 
authorized training duty is entitled un- 
der the Naval Aviation Personnel Act of 
1940, as amended, to continue in receipt 
of active-duty pay and allowances for 
the period of hospitalization and while 
awaiting action on his disability retire- 
ment proceedings.” 

The Comptroller General has there- 
fore authorized the proper disbursing of- 
ficer to pay 1st Lt. George E. Finnegan, 
USMCR, “the net amount of $1,534.25, 
representing the difference between dis- 
ability compensation received by him 
from the Veterans’ Administration and 
active-duty pay and allowances as a 
first lieutenant during the period Au- 
gust 30, 1947, to June 30, 1948.”

Combat units of the 15th Air Force in 
action in Korea have “clearly indicated 
the mobility and striking power of the 
United States Air Force,” according to 
General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air Force 
Chief of Staff. 

In a letter of commendation to Maj. 
Gen. Emmett O’Donnell, jr.. commander 
of the Far East Air Force Bomber Com- 
mand, the Air Force Chief cited the rapid 
and efficient movement of the 22d and 
92d Bombardment Groups from the 
United States overseas into almost im- 
mediate action.

“The 500 tons of bombs you delivered 
in the face of adverse weather condi- 
tions, which necessitated 100 per cent 
radar bombing, should give food for 
thought to those in the world who would 
violate by military aggression the peace 
and independence of others. Please pass 
on to all members of your command my 
sincere congratulations.” 

General Vandenberg’s recognition of 
achievement includes 15th Air Force per- 
sonnel of the 22d Bombardment Wing at 
March AFB, Calif., and the men of the 
92d Bombardment Wing at Spokane AFB, 
Wash., who supported the movement of 
the combat echelons from the Pacific 
Coast.

bombardment operations in any part of 
the world at any time. Hence, each year 
the units of the Command rotate to bases 
overseas for three months to familiarize 
crews with conditions in all parts of the 
world.

New AF Barracks

Q. Would doors on the 2-rman rooms be 
desirable? 

A. The consensus of opinion indicated doors 
would not be necessary as valuables are loeked 
in built-in lockers and drawers and the ab 
sence of doors would afford better ventila 
tion.

Maj. Gen. Robert W. Harper, Com- 
manding General, Air Training Com- 
mand, has announced that the first flying 
course to be transferred to Craig will be 
the pilot instructor school now located 
at Randolph AFB, San Antonio, Tex. 
The school is being moved from Randolph 
to make way for a B-29 crew training 
school which is scheduled to move into 
Randolph late this summer. 

The pilot instructor school will con- 
sist of 55 instructors and supervisory 
personnel, and 72 student officers will 
enter training each month. The first class 
at Craig will begin training about 24 
Sept., and a new class will be entered 
each month thereafter so that a total 
of approximately 140 officer students will 
be in training at all times. The length 
of the pilot instructor course is two 
months. 

A survey team from Air Training 
Command headquarters at Scott AFB, 
Ill, is now inspecting Craig facilities in 
order to expedite the move. Spokesmen 
for Air Training Command stated that 
more flying training units would be 
moved in the near future. 

Certain courses of the Air Force Spe- 
cial Staff School now at Craig will be 
transferred to the Air University Base 
at Maxwell AFB, Ala., along with many 
of the school’s professional employees. 

General Harper stated that the Air 
Training Command was fortunate to ac- 
quire Craig as a flying training base in 
view of the comparatively good housing 
conditions in the Selma area and because 
Selma is an Air Force minded commun- 
ity. Craig has 100 housing units for offi- 
cers and there is a 200-unit Federal 
Housing project available for airmen ad- 
joining the base.

Non-Partisan Defense Planning. While the National Committees of the major 
parties are each seeking to make political capital out of the Korean situation, it 
is refreshing and stimulating to note the non-partisan way in which the House 
Committee on Armed Services is going about the task of strengthening the De- 
fenses. Committee announcements, such as the one this week on the appointment 
of nine special subcommittees to keep tabs on various phases of military develop- 
ment, are issued jointly in the names of Representative Carl Vinson, Georgia 
Democrat, who is chairman, and Representative Dewey Short, Missouri Republican, 
ranking minority member. An official statement of the Republican National Com- 
mittee sought to lay the blame for the reverses in Korea upon the Democrats, while 
the Democratic National Committee retorted with blame for the Republicans and 
praise for their own part. Contrast those statements with the earthy, homely advice 
Chairman Vinson gave the House last week: 

“Our great need right now is to get the ox out of the ditch—not spend a lot of 
time and effort trying to find out who pushed him into the ditch. Let’s not spend 
our time looking backwards while Americans are being killed in Korea. Our de- 
fenses urgently need strengthening. It is time to get action.” 


A Healthy Aircraft Industry. Now is the time for Congress to enact long-range 
planning authority for the procurement of aircraft for the Air Force and the Navy. 
Fortunately, the 200 letters of intent which the Air Force has dispatched to 200 
firms authorizing them to begin production on $5,000,000,000 worth of planes and 
parts went out to an industry better able to expand than it was in either 1939 or 
1946. Figures compiled by the Aircraft Industries Association reveal that in 1939 
2,141 planes were delivered; in 1944 a peak number of 96,318 were produced. The 
output dropped to 1,669 in 1946, rising slightly to 2,544 in 1949. However even this 
latter figure was below the minimum which repeated studies have shown to be safe. 
Both the President’s Commission on Air Policy and the Joint Congressional Avia- 
tion Policy Board learned that efficiency and economy would be better served if 
the industry could engage in long range planning rather than not knowing from 
year to year what demands would be put on it next. To contribute toward such 
an end, the original 70-group program carried a provision authorizing five year 
commitments on aircraft procurement. This authority, which was later dropped 
trom the Act, would have enabled both the Services and industry to make its plans 
some time ahead. Details of the program could be changed from year to year, but 
both the military and the manufacturer would know the general level of output 
it could count on. Had this strength and stability been given the industry would 
now be in better shape to take on this sudden great expansion. 


Doctors for the Services. The American people have reason to be proud of the 
American Medical Association which this week, through its president, served no- 
tice that it means to assure adequate medical care of the men in the Armed Forces 
even if it has to support special legislation for the purpose. The problem is par- 
ticularly acute because there is a general shortage of doctors for all purposes so 
that all qualified men of the profession are assured of a successful private practice. 
It was in recognition of this shortage and for the good of the nation as a whole 
that the Services permitted many thousands of young men, who otherwise were 
eligible for combat units, to continue their medical education during World War 
lI. The government even paid for their education. Now they are just engaging in 
private practice and though they are sorely needed for our expanding forces only 
a pitiful few are responding to the calls for volunteers. The AMA may possibly 
work out some plan of taking care of their practices while they are in the Service. 
But in any event the organization is determined that the high standards of medical 
care established for the American fighting men will not be lowered. Class legisla- 
tion is abhorrent to the American people and certainly would not be resorted to 
unless the need were very pressing. In saying that it will support a special draft for 
doctors if other means fail, the AMA has taken a courageous and patriotic stand.

Permanent Reserve Grade 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

The question uppermost in the minds 
of numerous Reserve Officers today is— 
What is the meaning of Permanent Grade 
on our Reserve Commissions when we 
have been denied the opportunity of fill- 
ing this so-called Permanent Grade while 
the Regular Officers have received their 
promotions regularly? 

I believe that Reserve Officers who 
have been on continuous duty, in my case 
since early in 1942, should be allowed to 
fill their Permanent Grades instead of 
being stagnated waiting for their cate- 
gory to expire and then forced from the 
service to permit the Regular Officers a 
greater opportunity for advancement. I, 
like many other Reserves, have been a 
Major since September 1943 and a Re- 
serve Lieutenant Colonel since April 
1947 and have approximately 14 years of 
active duty; my TO assignments since 
1944 have been on Lieutenant Colonel 
level. 

Numerous rumors indicate Reserve Offi- 
cers have been called to extended active 
duty in the one grade promotion rank 
they received on discharge and have con- 
tinued on indefinitely in their reserve 
grade. The Reserve Officer who remained 
on active duty, and who received no G. I. 
benefits, no discharge bonus, no edu- 
cational benefits, no privelege of G. I. 
housing loans, etc., should be given his 
Permanent Grade before officers of equal 
rank or above are called back from 
civilian life to fill any existing vacancies. 
Retention on continuous active duty 
proves that these officers must be quali- 
fied. 

It is my contention that action should 
be taken by the Reserve Officers Associa- 
tion, with the aid of your competent staff, 
to adjust this situation, if the Reservist 
is to really believe he is an important 
cog in the wheel and that Permanent 
Grade has a true meaning.

Service Before Twenty-One 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Numerous letters have been published 
discussing the promotion procedures, but 
all have overlooked one obvious unfair- 
ness. 

In determining eligibility for tempo- 
rary promotions, the criteria for ORC 
officers was active commissioned service; 
but for RA officers it was constructive 
credit, which meant, in effect, that many 
young RA officers were placed from one 
to three years behind their reserve con- 
temporaries. 

In my own case, by this method of 
computation, I lost credit for all the 
time between my date of commission, in 
May, 1942, and my 21st birthday, in Janu- 
ary, 1944; but, if I had not been inte- 
grated, I would have received credit for 
this service before my 21st birthday, and 
been eligible for temporary promotion to 
Captain in 1949. 

Why should RA officers lose credit for 
this commissioned service before their 
21st birthday, when ORC officers do not?

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Russia this week ended its seven-month boycott of the United 
Nations and returned to the Security Council, apparently for the twin objects of 
seating the delegation from Communist China and interfering as much as possible 
with United Nations military operations in Korea. 

The return of the Soviet representation was occasioned by the fact that under 
the rotation system it was the turn of Russia to provide the president of the Se- 
curity Council. Jacob Malik, the Soviet delegate, assumed the presidency and im- 
mediately signaled his arrival by deciding that the delegate from nationalist China, 
Dr. T. F. Tsiang, was illegally present. 

This decision was promptly challenged by Ambassador Warren Austin, repre- 
Senting the United States, and also by Great Britain and France. In the ensuing 
debate the Soviet delegate made an intemperate attack on the United States, 
accusing our country of aggression in Korea at the dictation of American millionaires, 
who wanted the annexation of Korea by the United States. 

The ruling of the new Red president of the Security Council was overturned 
by a vote of 8 to 3, with Yugoslavia and India voting with Russia. In opposition were 
the United States, the United Kingdom, France, Norway, Egypt, Cuba, Ecuador 
and China. In announcing the vote Mr. Malik said there were seven votes and that 
of the Kuomintang against his decision. Mr. Austin objected to the form of the 
announcement and the Soviet delegate revised it to declare that the vote against 
the ruling was eight, “including that of the Kuomintang.” 

The Security Council then began an argument over the order of business. Mr. 
Malik had announced that the seating of a delegation from Red China would be the 
first major item on the agenda, to be followed by consideration of a peaceful settle- 
ment of the Korean question. However, at the final July meeting the United States 
had submitted a resolution denouncing North Korean defiance of the United Nations 
cease-fire order, and calling on all members of the United Nations to refrain from 
assisting or encouraging North Korean aggression. As the pending business of the 
Security Council the United States insisted that consideration of this resolution 
had priority over the question of admitting delegates from Communist China. 

1t became obvious that Russia was insisting on Red representation on the perma- 
nent membership of the council, with the power of veto, in order that it might 
be doubly secure against United Nations action opposing future aggression similar 
to that occurring in Korea. In the circumstances it seemed possible that the United 
States might reverse its previously announced decision not to use the veto to 
exclude Red China. Several members of Congress have urged the administration to 
keep Communist China out of the United Nations, using the veto power for this 
purpose, if necessary. 

The Communist regime in China has announced that it will invade nationalist- 
held Formosa in the near future, despite the opposition of the American Seventh 
Fleet. Nationalist sources said that the Reds had assembled an army of 150,000 at 
Amoy preparing for an attack. General of the Army Douglas MacArthur, commander 
of United States Forces in the Far East, and members of his staff this week con- 
ferred with Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek and other nationalist leaders in Formosa, 
and then announced that the United States would effectively oppose any attempt 
of the Reds to invade the island. 

In Europe extraordinary efforts are being made to accelerate the rearmament 
of Atlantic Pact countries for greater security against Communist aggression. The 
Council of Deputies, meeting continuously in London, called a special session o1’ihe 
military leaders of the Allied countries, and it was reported that an Allied high 
command would soon be established. In the United States the President announced 
that he would request an additional $4 billion for rearmament of western democracies, 
and a realistic Senate voted to loan the Franco government of Spain, heretofore 
excluded from participation in the Marshall Plan or the Atlantic Pact, the sum of 
$100 million. 

King Leopold of Belgium this week saved his country from civil war by an- 
nouncing that he would delegate his royal powers to his son, Crown Prince Baudouin 
and formally abdicate next year when the prince becomes 21 years old. 

















Russians Retain U. S. Ships—The Soviet Union has returned only 28 of the 
585 naval craft of various types turned over by the United States during World 
War II. This week, Senator Kem (R-Mo.), quoting data made availableto him by 
the State Department, said that only one ice breaker and 27 frigates have been 
returned by the Russians. 

He noted that the United States transferred to the Soviet Union 96 American 
merchant ships and said that 84 are still in the hands of the Russians. 

As to naval craft, he reported that the following vessels were transferred to 
the Russians: three icebreakers, 28 frigates, 77 minesweepers, 78 large submarine 
chasers, 62 small submarine chasers, 205 torpedo boats, 36 LCI’s, landing craft- 
infantry, 17 LCT’s, landing craft tanks; 2 LVC’s, landing craft vehicle, 2 LCS’s, 
landing craft support, 54 LCM’s landing craft mechanized, 4 floating repair shops, 
15 river tugs, 6 pontoon bridges, 1 motor launch and 1 plane personnel boat. 


Women in Service—With calls for active duty service going out already to some 
of the 25,000 women in Reserve elements of the Armed Forces, it was reported this 
week that at the outbreak of hostilities there were 22,000 women on duty with 
the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps. Of this number 7,000 were nurses. 

The Women’s Army Corps, which reached a strength of 100,000 during World 
‘War II, has more than 7,000 members on duty, backed up by about 4,800 in Re- 
sserve units. 

The Women in the Air Force—-WAF—was reported to have 4,000 in uniform 
ian€ about 3,500 in the Reserve. 

Active strength of the WAVES was put at 3,400, with 4,000 in the Reserve, 
while the Marine Corps was reported to have almost 600 women on duty. Although 
‘the (Coast Guard has no SPARS on active duty, Reserve strength was placed at 
‘approximately 250. 

As for the Nurses: The Army had 3,400 on duty as of 1 June, with 5,140 in the 
Reserves. The Air Force had 1,100 nurses on active duty and 400 to 500 more in 
‘Reserve units. More than 2,000 Navy nurses are on active duty, with Reserve 
-strength estimated at 5,000. r 

In.the Army’s Women’s Medical Specialist Corps, there were 322 on active duty, 
.plus 456 in the Reserve. The Air Force WMSC had 80 women on active duty and 
sabout.50.in the Reserve. 





Top Air Force Posts—Simultaneously with the announcement of plans for the 
rapid expansion of the Air Force, first to 58 and then to 69 groups, speculation grew 
this week with regard to the appointment of a permanent Air Force Vice Chief 
of Staff. The Air Force has not had a four-star officer in this post since the death 
on 17 March of General Muir S. Fairchild. 

On 22 May, General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF Chief of Staff, announced the 
appointment of Lt. Gen. Lauris Norstad as Acting Vice Chief of Staff. He has con. 
tinued to serve in this “acting” capacity since that date. Also now filling top billets 
on an “acting” status are Lt. Gen. Idwal H. Edwards and Lt. Gen. Nathan Twining. 
The former is Acting Deputy Chief of Staff, Operations; the latter, recently returned 
from duty as Commanding General of the Alaskan Command, is Acting Deputy 
Chief of Staff, Personnel. : 

It could be that the delay in the naming of these or other officers on a perma- 
nent basis is linked with the recent legislation submitted to Congress by the Air 
Force calling for an increase in the number of three and four-star officers. This 
bill was sidetracked temporarily as Chairman Car! Vinson (D-Ga.) of the House 
Armed Services Committee called upon the Air Force to submit a basic organization 
law, such as was recently passed for the Army. Then, surprisingly, Mr. Vinson 
introduced his own bill, one which would strip from the Air Force such activities 
as its own Medical Service and Chaplains and would delegate the Army responsi- 
bility for much quartermaster and engineer work for the Air Force. It was believed 
that Chairman Vinson’s bill was designed to prod the Air Force into quick action 
on its own organization measure and to require Air Ferce officials to defend in 
detail the necessity for separate activities, such as the Medical Service, Chaplains 
and Judge Advocates General. 

The outbreak of hostilities in Korea, however, resulted in the suspension of action 
on both the bill for more Air Force lieutenant generals and generals and Chairman 
Vinson’s organization measure. There was no indication this week as to when 
there would be new developments on these two important Air Force bills. 


Measure of an Airman—The Air Force has begun taking the measure of its 
men—literally. In a detailed study, known technically as an anthropometric body 
suryey, the Anthropometric Unit of the Air Materiel Command’s Aero Medical 
Laboratory at Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio, is securing more than 660,000 individual 
measurements from 5,000 Air Force flying personnel. The purpose—to assemble 
data on what measurements constitute small, medium, large and very large men 
so that each type can be better fitted with new items of personal flight equipment. 

The survey team, led by AMC personnel and manned by students from Antioch 
College, Yellow Springs, Ohio, will be in the field throughout the summer visiting 
approximately 16 Air Force bases to gather data for the study. Then, from this 
material will come a new manual for design of flight equipment and aircraft in- 
teriors which will include special gear—G suits, oxygen masks, etc., and plane 
sections like cockpits, cat walks and bailout hatches—in short, anything on a plane 
or on a man that the man must fit to or through. 


British Army—As British sources reported intention to send 5,000 ground troops 
to Korea, release of all Army regulars whose enlistments are expiring was ordered 
by the War Office. Volunteer reserves were alerted. The Royal Navy has taken 
similar action. 

Britain’s Regular army consists of 184,000 men, with total military strength, 
including draftees, women auxiliaries and the territorials—equivalent of the Na- 
tional Guard—reported at 827,000 for the Army, Navy and Air Force. Of these, 
460,000 are Army. 


Pat Remains at Ft. Sam—A famous Army horse, said to have been foaled in 
1908, will not be evicted from his long-time home, although the other 12 horses 
at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., were ordered sold. Exception was made for Pat, a Field 
Artillery gelding, who was put on the retired list in 1938 by order of Maj. Gen. 
F. W. Rowell, then commanding general of the Army post. 

The retirement provisions stipulated that Pat was to be retained in pasturage 
at Ft. Sam Houston “until he shall die a natural death or until it was necessary 
tor the Veterinary Surgeon to intervene for humane reasons.” The Post Veterinary 
continues to find the famed horse safe and sound, although a special diet is required 
because Pat has lost most of his teeth. 

Army Finance Corps—Col. Charles R. McAlister, FC, formerly Finance Officer, 
U. S. Army Pacific reported to the Office Chief of Finance this week and has been 
assigned to the Washington Finance Office, U. S. Army for duty. Colonel McAlister 
will replace Col. Bernard J. Tullington who has been selected to attend the In- 
dustrial College of the Armed Forces. Lt. Col. Edwin A Muth, FC formerly assigned 
to the European Command has reported for duty in the Office Chief of Finance 
and has been assigned to the Receipts and Disbursements Division. 


Infantry Center—Lt. Col. Alvin L. Newbury this week assumed command of 
the Third Antiaircraft Artillery battalion, replacing Lt. Col. John D. Stevens, who 
had headed the battalion since it came to Fort Benning, Ga., last fall. Colonel New- 
bury completed the artillery officers’ advanced course at Fort Sill, Okla. Mai. 
Richard I. Paul has assumed duty as S-2 of the 15th Infantry regiment after serving 
for the last three years in Brazil. 


Quartermaster Corps—Col. Leon E. Lichtenwalter will be transferred from 
Fort Benning, Ga., to Fort Bragg, N. C., on 7 Aug. Col. Samuel W. Smithers retireé 
31 July after more than 28 years of active service. Lt. Col. Stanley K. Franks, Suppl} 
Division, Office of the Quartermaster General, has been ordered to The Far Eas 
Command in November. 


M. C. Medal of Honor Recipients—Five Senators and 12 members of the House 
of Representatives have received the Congressional Medal of Honor, according ' 
information obtained by Senator Martin (R-Pa.). One of the Senators to receive the 
top medal award was Senator Francis E. Warren of Wyoming, father-in-law 
General of the Armies John J. Pershing. 


Signal Corps Assignments—The following assignments have been made in the 
Office of the Chief Signal Officer; Lt. Col. John L. Leidenheimer, Comptroller Di- 
vision; Lt. Col. Jack N. Nahas, Procurement and Distribution Division; Capt. Est 
E. Gohn and Capt. Willis E. Stephens, Personnel and Training Division; and Fits! 
Lt. Donald L. Lynes, Administrative Office. 
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New Medical Corps General—Col. Paul I. Robinson, MC, chief of the Personnel 
Division, Army Surgeon General’s Office. was promoted to the rank of brigadier 
general in the Army Medical Corps on 1 Aug. Maj. Gen. R. W. Bliss, the Surgeon 
General, pinned the new stars on General Robinson’s shoulders in a brief ceremony. 

Witnessing the occasion were Maj. Gen. George E. Armstrong, the Deputy 
Surgeon General, other officers of the Surgeon General’s staff, Col. William H. Nutter 
of the Army General Staff, Mrs. Paul I. Robinson, the Misses Jane and Judy Robin- 
son, and General Robinson’s assistant, Col. Robert L. Black, and Mrs. Black. 

General Robinson has served 22 years in the Medical Corps, having interned in 
the Army’s Fitzsimons General Hospital, Denver, Colorado, in 1928-29. He has held 
several positions in the Surgeon General’s Office, having at various times headed the 
Fiscal Division, Supply Planning Division, and Material Demobolization Division. 
Prior to his assignment as chief of personnel in August 1947, he commanded the 
St. Lous Medical Depot. 


_ MARS Grows—Membership in the Military Amateur Radio System expanded 
during fiscal year 1950 from 850 members on 1 July 1949, to 3,122 members on 30 
June. Captain E. L. Nielsen, SC, Chief of MARS-Army, reports an increase from 
600 members to 1,770, while figures from the office of his Air Force counterpart, 
Maj. R. H. Ralls, show a corresponding jump from 250 members to 1,352. 

MARS was created in November, 1948, by joint Army-Air Force regulation to 
coordinate practices and procedures of amateur radio operations with those of 
military radio communications, and to provide an additional source of trained radio 
communications personnel in the event of local or national emergency. The system, 
joint for determination of policy but separate for operational control, follows serv- 
ice channels of command for administration. MARS members may be found where- 
ever there are U. S. troops. Membership is open to any individual affiliated with the 
military, whether on active duty or a member of the civilian components, provided 
he is a licensed radio amateur. 


Korean War Prisoners—An official of the War Claims Commission has disclosed 
that because the United States is not at war technically in Korea, the War Claims 
Act does not cover members of our Armed Forces taken prisoner by the North 
Koreans. This was the statement of Mrs. Georgia L. Lusk, Vice Chairman of the 
Commission in a recent address to the Texas Prisoner of War Club at San Antonio. 

Therefore, it is to be expected that Congress will take action to provide the $1 
a day remuneration for time spent in enemy prison camps. Mrs. Lusk explained 
that this was done in World War II “to express our gratitude and admit an un- 
redeemable debt.” 

Continuing, she said: “I believe Congress established a pattern, based on inter- 
national law, with respect to prisoners of war which is both legally sound and 
humanitarian. The recent reports of prisoner atrocities in Korea indicate, unfor- 
tunately, that we are not yet finished with this question. The United States technically 
is not at war in Korea, and from a legal point of view the War Claims Act does not 
cover members of the U.S. Forces taken prisoner in this action.” 

Mrs. Lusk said there were approximately 1100 prisoner of war camps in Europe 
and the Pacific in which members of the U. S. Armed Forces were held during 
World War II. “According to our best estimates,” she reported, “there are now 
approximately 120,000 living ex-prisoners of war who were members of the U. S. 
Armed Forces and approximaely 13,000 deceased prisoners of war, whose survivors 
may be eligible for payments. 

“Some suffered much more than others, but, on the basis of facts collected by 
the War Claims Commission, there seems little doubt that few of them came through 
imprisonment without some permanent physical or mental damage. The after-effects 
of long periods of malnutrition are beginning to show up now, five years after their 
release from prisons, in ways that were not immediately evident after their first 
rehabilitation.” 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—Capt. C. C. Shaw, MC, USN, Director, Re- 
search Division, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, was awarded the Louis Livingston 
Seaman prize by the Association of Military Surgeons for his article on “Dramamine 
Trials in the U. S. Navy,” selected for its exceptional usefulness from among the 
articles published in “The Military Surgeon” during the past year. The Seaman 
prize was established by Maj. Louis Livingston Seaman, late Surgeon, ist U. S. 
Volunteer Engineers, who offered a prize in 1900 for the best essay upon an approved 
topic. In recent years the rules governing the awarding of the prize were altered 
to allow the prize to be awarded for articles of exceptional usefuiness. 


Father and Two Sons to Korea—Among the Marine personnel who recently 
embarked for the Far East from West Coast ports were three members of the same 
family: S/Sgt. William G. Hudson and Sgt. Richard E. Hudson, brothers attached 
to one of the 1st Marine Air Wing units, and their 44-year-old father M/Sgt. Harold 
A. Barrett, of the 1st Marine Division. The elder Barrett is one of the Corps’ foremost 
riflemen and holder of many shooting trophies. He is a veteran of 26 years’ Marine 
Corps service, 14 of which have been spent in overseas assignments. 


Atlantic Submarine Force—Lt. (jg) John P. Wise, USN, Flag Lieutenant and 
Aide to Rear Adm. Stuart S. Murray, USN, Commander of the Atlantic Fleet Sub- 
Marine Force, was relieved 24 July by Lieutenant (jg) George T. Smith, USN. Lieu- 
tenant Wise has been ordered to the U. S. Naval Academy for duty. Lieutenant 
Smith reports from the submarine USS Argonaut based at New London, Conn. 


Presidential Briefing—President Truman is being kept informed of the mili- 
tary situation in Korea in daily meetings with General Omar N. Bradley, USA, Chair- 
man, Joint Chiefs of Staff. Each morning at 9:30 a.m., General Bradley gives the 
President a briefing on latest developments in Korea. 


Navy-Marine Corps Restrict Orders—Both the Navy and the Marine Corps 
announced this week that future transfer orders affecting their personnel will not 
be made public. The action, similar to procedures followed in World War II, became 
effective on 1 Aug. The Navy said that it was “due to the Korean situation” and was 
aimed primarily, from the Navy viewpoint, at eliminating information “which 
might indicate the completion dates of ships being removed from mothballs.” It 
was also pointed out that there had been a marked increase in paper work which 
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requires the utilization of clerical personnel for more vital work. 

The Marine Corps said that it was following the policy as established by the 
Navy “for security reasons.” 

A memorandum from the Chief of Naval Personnel pointed out that Flag Lists, 
which give the duty assignments of all of the Navy’s Flag officers, will also no 
longer be made public. Both, the memorandum stated, are “now classified.” 


Navy Loses Crew Coach—Comadr. Charles S. “Buck” Walsh, head coach of the 
Naval Academy crew for the past 19 years, will be unable to return to his coaching 
duties because of the seriousness of an illness for which he is being treated at the 
Naval Hospital, Bethesda, Md. 

Commander Walsh has been identified with the Navy crew since his midshipman 
days in 1922 when he first rowed for Navy as a second classman. Following his 
graduation in 1923, he rowed in the officers’ shell in the 1924 Olympics and took over 
the assistant coaching job that year. He had been head coach since 1931. 


Gen. Noble to Pendleton—Marine Corps Headquarters announced on 3 Aug. 
that Maj. Gen. Alfred H. Noble has been ordered to Camp Pendleton as Command- 
ing General of the Marine Barracks there. Earlier he had been designated as the 
new Director of Marine Reserve, succeeding Maj. Gen. M. H. Silverthorn, Asst. 
CMC. General Silverthorn, the announcement said, will continue to direct the 
Division of Reserve. 


Act on Navy Pass-Over Bill—A decision to rewrite, and possibly to strengthen, 
the bill to review the records of Naval officers passed over by wartime promotion 
panels was made this week by the Brooks subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Armed Services. The subcommittee plans to get at this task next week with a 
view to early action. 

The bill, S. 780, was passed by the Senate last year. It authorizes the Secretary 
of the Navy to make such promotions as reviews of the records reveal to be justified. 
The bill grew out of a measure for the promotion of Comdr. Edward W. Rawlins, 
USN, to the rank of captain. 

Commander Rawlins was the only member of his class not promoted by the 
wartime panels and in reporting the bill the Senate Committee stated that there 
was “complete unanimity even among the official representatives of the Navy 
Department that Commander Rawlins was and is qualified to perform the duties 
of captain.” However, because the Committee believed that similar injustices may 
have been done other officers the Senate broadened the measure to require a general 
review of Navy war promotions. 

The House in subsequently taking up the bill also heard testimony concerning 
the failure to promote Comdr. Edward J. Shanahan, USN, who was retired last 
January, and Comdr. Irving J. Superfine, USN, who also was said to be a victim of 
an injustice by the wartime panel promotion system. Others who claimed they were 
unfairly treated were also heard. 

The Navy has opposed the remedial legislation from the beginning, a stand 
which was criticized by members of the committee. 


Secretaries to Remain-—In reply to a question at his press conference last 
Thursday President Truman said that neither Secretary of State Dean Acheson nor 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson was going to resign, and that both would remain 
in the cabinet so long as he was President. ’ 

The President was told that Representative Percy Priest (D-Ten.), majority 
whip in the House, had said that both of these officials should resign. Mr. Truman 
said he was very much surprised that Mr. Priest should make such a statement, 
particularly in view of his position as majority whip. 


To Confer with General MacArthur—The President announced at a White House 
press conference on Thursday that Mr. W. Averill Harriman, special assistant to 
the President on international affairs, would leave soon for Japan to confer with 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur on the entire political and military sitv- 
ation in the Far East. 

Lt. Gen. Lauris Norstad, acting Vice Chief of Staff of the Air Force, and Maj. 
Gen. Frank E. Lowe, USA-Ret., former President of the Reserve Officers Association, 
will accompany Mr. Harriman to Japan. 


Arctic Air Navigation—With the announcement of the discontinuance of the 
chain of Loran stations in Alaska and Canada, the problem of providing a workable 
long-range radio navigation system for the Arctic area becomes a most pressing ahd 
important one. Inasmuch as any aerial attack upon the United States would most prob- 
ably approach through that region and would most assuredly be planned to take ad- 
vantage of “weather cover,” U. S. or Canadian interception would be severely handi- 
capped without a suitable air navigation and control system. 

Wing Commander K. R. Patrick, commanding officer of #1 Radar & Communica- 
tions Unit of the RCAF (Res), discussed this phase of defense in an address last 
month at a luncheon given at the RCAF Station, St. Hubert, for members of the Avia- 
tion Writers Association. Speaking a month before the abandonment of the Loran 
system was announced, Wing Commander Patrick said: “One of the efforts at provid- 
ing long-range navigation for the great areas in Northern Canada was the installation 
of an extremely expensive ‘Low Frequency Loran’ system. This system, installed at 
tremendous expense across the Alaskan and Canadian Arctic, is doomed to abandon- 
ment because it simply does not work and leaves us without immediate hope of any 
concrete basis on which to build up a navigational system for use in our Arctic areas. 
The LF Loran program would be a costly undertaking in a temperate Zone but a fab- 
ulous undertaking because of the logistic support through airlift and problems of sur- 
vival in the Arctic.” 

Wing Commander Patrick, who in civil life is manager of the Engineering Pro- 
ductions Division of RCA (Canada), declared that the establishment of an integrated 
civil and military air navigation program for Canada is of vital importance to the 
United States. “Canada’s primary role in air defense of the continent,” he said, “is 
the provision of the ‘ground plant’; the airports, the basic navigation and control 
systems, etc., capable of immediate use by both Canadian and American Air Forces.” 
He added that “we are faced with the fact that we have a system that has changed 
relatively little in the past few years and which, should it be faced with the handling 
of the volume of air traffic resulting from a national emergency, would certainly col- 
lapse. * * Some indication of the need for coordination between the flying services of 
the United States and Canada from the air defense point of view has already been 
experienced through Canadian and American combined air operations.”

June strength was reporied at 74,500, was 
reported initialiy sla.ed for an increase 
of 62,000 oliicers and men. However, this 
week there was word from Capitol Hill 
that the Marine Corps may reach a 
strength of 180,000 men. Obviously, tem- 
porary promotions will be required in all 

ranks of the Marine Corps. 

Alert to the complicaied problems at- 
tendant to the rapid expansion, both on 
the personnel and Service-wide basis, 
Congress has taken rapid action to con- 
tinue all enlistments for one year and to 
remove ail legislative limits on the size 
of the Armed Forces. 

Legislation has been introduced also 
to reinstate family allowances for en- 
listed personnel and to restore World 
War Il income tax exemptions for men 
and women of the Armed Services. 

In the Senate, a Watchdog Subcom- 
mittee of the Armed Services Committee 
has been created to keep a close watch on 
military developments and the House 
Armed Services Committee has named 
nine panels to perform similar duties. 

Action on legislation to restore family 
allowances was delayed temporarily 
when a House Armed Services Commit- 
tee hearing on 1 Aug. evoked the fact 
that the bill under consideration (H.R. 
9262) had not been coordinated among 
all the Services. 

Chairman Vinson told the principal 
witness, Vice Adm. J. W. Roper, USN, 
Chief of Naval Personnel, to obtain the 
viewpoints of all the Services by 8 Aug. 
and named a subcommittee headed by 
Representative Overton Brooks (D-La.) 
to begin early hearings on this subject. 

Senator Millard Tydings (D-Md.), 
Chairman of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, has stated also that his 
group will take early action on family 
allowances, which were cut out by pro- 
visions of the Career Compensation Act. 

To provide sufficient medical personnel 
for the Armed Forces, speedy action on 
Capitol Hill is anticipated. The Services 
have a critical need for doctors and this 
matter has been given a top priority. 
Primary target for legislation is ex- 
pected to be those doctors who were de- 
ferred during World War II, among 
whom many received their medical edu- 
cations at the expense of the Army and 
Navy. 

As the Services told of plans for tem- 
porary promotions by selection boards, 
the first promotions of enlisted person- 
nel with combat units in Korea to com- 
missioned officer rank was announced in 
a dispatch from Far East Command 
Headquarters. Five enlisted men, includ- 





ing three master sergeants and two pri- 
vates first class, were recipients of battle- 
field commissions. 

Also, the Army released a statement 
modifying the Career Guidance Program 
to permit enlisted promotions in the 
Korean fighting without regard to the 
necessity of competitive examinations. 

All along the line, modifications in 
long-range peacetime personnel pro- 
grams were being implemented to meet 
emergency needs. To this end, personnel 
officials were working long hours over- 
time at the Pentagon. 

In addition to promotion policies, train- 
ing programs are undergoing funda- 
mental alterations. The Army announced 
that henceforth, in order to make train- 
ing more realistic, live ammunition will 
be employed, as was done so successfully 
in World War II. 

The Air Force said that training of 
basic airmen at Lackland AFB, Tex., will 
be stepped up by reducing the training 
period temporariiy to 40 days, instead of 
65 days as heretofore. 

And from Lackland AFB, Tex., came 
the additional statement that an increase 
by 20 per cent in technical school turn- 
outs will result from the advent of the 
six day work week ordered by the Air 
Training Command for most of its train- 
ing operations.

ment of automatic weapons and the coordi- 
nation of artillery and infantry fire. ‘‘Learn- 
ing that an enemy armored and infantry at- 
tack was imminent he returned to position 
and skilfully directed the conduct of the de- 
fense from an observation post in advance of 
the main defensive position. 

‘‘After his position had been surrounded on 
three sides by numerically superior forces 
of the enemy, he organized and conducted 
an orderly withdrawal to new defensive 
positions. He was the last man to leave the 
exposed and overrun position. Colonel 
Stephens’ gallant leadership is in keeping 
with the highest tradition of the military 
service."’ 

Lt. Jasper R. Jackson and Lt. Oliver W. 
Dillard were reported in front-line action 
with Negro troops of the 25th Division. Lt. 
Dillard was mentioned in press dispatches as 
having directed artillery and mortar fire for 
more than six hours under enemy fire after 
being cut off. Later, he went back to his 
mountain post to bring out two wounded and 


seven dead.

General Cramer went overseas in May 1918 
participating in the battles of St. Mihiel ang 
the Meuse-Argonne, in the Limey and Haze 
brook Sectors and at Mon Plaisir Ferme.

Commander of the 24th Division. He served 
in the Pacific until 6 Feb. 1946.

Division of Connecticut, Rhode Island and 
Vermont 12 July 1916. On 27 June i947 Presj- 
dent Truman nominated him to be Chief of 
the National Guard Bureau, War Depart- 
ment Special Staff, for a four year term, He 
took the oath of office 30 Sept. 1947. 

Brig. Gen. Reginald W. Buzzell, Assistant 
Division Commander, is another member of 
that ever-growing list of National Guard off- 
cers who began their military careers as pri- 
vates in the ranks, 

After enlisting as a Private in 1914, in the 
infantry of the Vermont National Guard, he 
served on the Mexican Border and again in 
World War I. During this latter period he 
served overseas in the Aisne-Marne, St. 
Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offensives. 

After he was discharged in April 1919, 
General Buzzell began helping with the re- 
organization of the Vermont National Guard 
and at this time was commissioned a Cap- 
tain, commanding a company of the 172d In- 
fantry, 43d Division. 

He has served successively as Commanding 
Officer, 172d Infantry, Assistant Commanding 
General, Infantry Replacement Training Cen- 
ter, Camp Croft, S. C.; and Commanding Gen- 
eral, Infantry Replacement Training Center, 
Camp Wheeler, Ga. 

Brig. Gen. Chester A. Files, Division Ar- 
tillery Commander, enlisted as private in the 
Rhode Island National Guard in 1914 and 
served on the Mexican Border and in France 
during World War I. He was discharged as 
a second lieutenant and following the war 
was appointed captain, Rhode Island National 
Guard. In 1941 he was recalled to active duty 
as a lieutenant colonel. During World War 
II he was with the 43d overseas and saw com- 
bat service in the Southwest Pacific. He was 
released from active duty in January 1946. 
He was appointed division artillery com- 
mander of the newly-formed 43d Division that 
same year. 

45TH INFANTRY DIVISION 


The Thunderbird of the 45th Infantry Di- 
vision was a symbol of terror to the German 
armies in World War II and was worn 
through four amphibious landings and eight 
campaigns. Composed of units from Arizona, 
Colorado, New Mexico and Oklahoma, the 
45th was a legend in the European theater. 
Some of the war's fiercest battles were fought 
by the three infantry regiments of the 45th. 
The 157th was from Colorado, the 179th and 
180th from Oklahoma. 

The first amphibious landing came 10 July 
1943—D-Day for the invasion of Sicily. Two 
months later they hit the beach at Salerno. 
The third amphibious assault came at Anzio. 
Until the breakout from the beach head they 
held the hottest spot on the front. 

Relieved north of Rome, the 45th regrouped 
and made their fourth attack over beaches, 
this time in Southern France. Spearheading 
the drive for Berlin they saw combat all along 
the way through Epinel, across the Moselle, 
through the Vosges mountains and the Saar 
valley. War’s end found the division near 
Dachau after it had marched through Munich. 

In its postwar organization the 45th Di- 
vision draws its troops entirely from Okl@ 
homa. The 179th and 180th regiments still 
carry their proud numbers, and a new one— 
the 279th has been added. The 157th in Colo 
rado, now had become the nucleus of the 
157th regimental combat team. 

Commanders . 

Maj. Gen. James C. Styron, Commanding 
General, graduated from the U. S. Military 
Academy in 1918. In 1922 he joined the Okla- 
homa National Guard as a first lieutenant of 
field artillery. He remained with the Ne 
tional Guard until its induction in 1940 when 
he reported for Federal service as division 
chief of staff. During World War II he served 
with the division in the United States and 
overseas as regimental commander, division® 
artillery executive and chief of staff. In 1% 
he was assigned to the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff. He was released from active duty 
in September 1945. 

Brig. Gen. Hal L. Muldrow, Division Ar

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tillery Commander, was commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Okiahoma National 
Guard in 1929. He remained with Guard units 
until his induction in 1940 when he entered 
Federal service as executive officer of the 
1g9th Field Artillery Regiment. When the 
regiment was reformed after induction he 
became commanding officer of the 189th Field 
Artillery Battalion and served in that capac- 
ity during the campaigns in Europe.

Brig. Gen. Roy W. Kenny, Assistant Di- 
vision Commander, received his commission 
through Officer’s Training Camp in 1917. 
During World War I he served as a field ar- 
tillery officer. In 1925 he accepted a ‘com- 
mission in the Oklahoma National Guard and 
was assigned to the 70th Field Artillery Bri- 
gade, 45th Division. He remained with Guard 
units until his induction as a lieutenant 
colonel in 1940. During World War II he was 
a field artillery battalion commander and di- 
vision Artillery executive with the 45th Di- 
vision in Sicily, Italy and France. He was 
relieved from active service in October 1946. 
Following World War II he was appointed 
adjutant general of Oklahoma. 

196TH REGIMENTAL COMBAT TEAM 

The 196th Regimental Combat Team was 
first organized as a unit following World 
War II although some of its component units 
have histories dating back to 1884 and have 
credit for participation in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War and the Philippine Insurrection. 
Some of the units participated in six cam- 
paigns during World War I. 

The unit commander is Col. Kenneth R. 
Scurr of Pierre, S. D. He began his military 
career by attending Officers’ Training Camp 
during World War I and served with the 
10th Field Artillery in France. In 1921 he 
joined the National Guard as a first lieu- 
tenant in the 147th Field Artillery Regiment, 
South Dakota National Guard. He was in- 
ducted in 1940 with his unit in which he 
served as regimental executive officer. During 
World War II he served with the 43rd In- 
fantry Division in the Southwest Pacific and 
was awarded the Bronze Star Medal with 
oak leaf cluster. He was relieved from ac- 
tive duty as a colonel in July 1946. 

273TH REGIMENTAL COMBAT TEAM 

The 278th Regimental Combat Team was 
authorized to organize in 1946 and presented 
its first units for Federal recognition in Janu- 
ary 1947. Organization was completed by De- 
cember 1948. 

The unit commander is Lt. Col. Warren 
C. Giles who enlisted as a private in the Ten- 
nessee National Guard in January 1928. He 
was commissioned a second lieutenant in 
1936 and entered on active duty in September 
1940 with the 117th Infantry Regiment. Dur- 
ing World War II he served in the ETO with 
the 30th Infantry Division. He was relieved 
from active service in 1945. 


Food Industry’s Role

Whereas, during war, other in- 
dustries convert to the manufacture of 
War materials exclusively, “the food 
thanufacturers are expected to supply

U. 8S. COAST GUARD 








HERE was speculation in Washington 

this week that the President’s action 
in summoning National Guard units to 
Federal Service could well be followed 
by issuance of an Executive Order plac- 
ing the Coast Guard under the Navy, in- 
stead of the Treasury Department. 

The last time this was done was on 1 
Nov. 1941, just a month before Pearl 
Harbor. The Coast Guard operated under 
Navy control throughout the war and 
was returned to the Treasury Department 
by Executive Order 9666, 28 Dec. 1945, 
which made the change effective as of 1 
Jan. 1946. 

Simultaneously with the discussion 
concerning possible shift of the Coast 
Guard to the Navy, officials at Head- 
quarters were reported completing ar- 
rangements for implementation of the 
Coast Guard Reserve program, when ac- 
tion on the 1951 budget is completed. 
Because of the emphasis ‘on port security 
work, rapid inauguration of the Coast 
Guard Reserve program is held vital to 
national security. 

Meantime, it was revealed that Head- 
quarters has been receiving offers or re- 
quests from retired officers for active 
duty service. However, authority has yet 
to be granted for an increase in Coast 
Guard officer strength, although it is be- 
lieved certain that such an expansion 
will be required chortly. if the Coast 
Guard is to be able to fulfill increased 
responsibilities. 

Coast Guard officials are acknowledg- 
ing the requests for active duty of re- 
tired personnel and are filing the data for 
later reference. 

Should retired officers be recalled, they 
will serve in the grade or rating in wihch 
they were serving at the time of retire- 
ment. Thus, any officer on the retired list 
who was advanced a grade higher than 
his last permanent grade or rating would 
be required to serve in the permanent 
rank upon recall to duty. 

It was stated, for example, that a chief 
petty officer who retired after completion 
of 20 years service and was advanced on 
the retired list to lieutenant. would serve 
in his enlisted rating if recalled. 

Also, a permanent commander pro- 
moted on the retired list to captain by 
virtue of completing 40 years of service 
or as a result of having received a combat 
decoration, would serve as a commander 
if recalled. 

However, such a retired enlisted man 
or officer could receive a temporary pro- 
motion after being recalled. 

Western Rivers Panel 

The Commandant of the Coast Guard, 
Vice Adm. Merlin O’Neill, has set the 
date of 18 Sept. for a meeting with the 
Western Rivers Panel of Consultants to 
the Merchant Marine Council to be held 
at St. Louis, Mo. The Commandant has 





also set the date of 20 Sept. for the semi- 
annual public hearing of the Merchant 
Marine Council to consider proposed 
changes to navigation and vessel inspec- 
tion regulations.

Division in Ko- 
rea, replacing 
Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam F. Dean, 
USA, who is 
missing in ac- 
tion. 

Fifty-eight 
years old on 28 June, General Church 
was appointed a Reserve second lieuten- 
ant in the Infantry in May 1917 and was 
commissioned a first lieutenant in the 
Regular Army on 1 July 1920 and pro- 
moted to captain the same date. 


During World War II, General Church 
was chief of staff of the 45th Infantry 
Division, which he accompanied to North 
Africa in June 1943. In September of that 
year, in Italy, he was made commander 
of the 157th Infantry Regiment of the 
45th Division and was transferred to duty 
as Assistant Commander of the 84th Di- 
vision in September 1944. 


During his service in Europe he participated 
in the landing on Sicily, Saierno, Anzio, and 
Southern France. While in command of the 
157th Infantry at Anzio Beachhead his regi- 
ment successfully withstood several of the 
most serious enemy attacks, aimed at elimi- 
nating the beachhead, and in the break- 
through operating as a task force under VI 
Corps Command, penetrated behind the Ger- 
man lines, disrupting their organizations to 
such extent as to facilitate the breakthrough. 
This regiment along with the 142d Infantry, 
36th Infantry Division, became part of the 
task force commanded by General Church in 
Southern France during August, 1944, which 
operated to slow down the withdrawal of the 
German forces in the Rhone Valley. While 
serving with the 84th Infantry Division in the 
advance between the Ruhr and Rhine rivers 
during the latter part of February, 1945, 
General Church commanded ‘‘Task Force 
Church,’’ which spearheaded the drive of the 
Ninth Army for several days, penetrating as 
much as 12 kilometers at a time. He was 
wounded for the third time during this 
operation. 


After his return to the United States he 
served as commanding general of the infan- 
try Replacement Training Center at Fort Mc- 
Clellan, Ala., from June to November, 1946. 
From November, 1946, to July, 1947, he com- 
manded the Replacement Training Center at 
Fort Jackson, S. C., and from July until 
November, 1947, commanded the 5th Infantry 
Division at that post. 


He went to Fort Monroe, Va., 10 Feb. 1948, 
as deputy assistant chief of staff for training 
in the office of the Chief, Army Field Forces. 
The following January he became deputy 
chief of the Army Field Forces at Fort Mon- 
roe, Va., and in June, 1949, was appointed 
assistant chairman of the Army Equipment 
Policy’ Panel there. He was named assistant 
deputy chief of the Army Field Forces two 
months later and in October, 1949, was as- 
signed to the Far East Command. A month 
later he became chief of the Ryukyus Military 
Government Section. 

General Church has been awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross, Silver Star, Legion 
of Merit, Bronze Star Medal and the Purple 
Heart with two clusters. His foreign decora- 
tions include the French Legion of Honor, 
and Croix de Guerre with Palm, the Russian 
Order of the Fatherland 1st Degree and the 
Netherlands Order of Orange-Nassau, Knight 
Commander with Swords.

consuming appearances of our military ang 
defense leaders; 

“(5) It will be an instrument through 
which the full committee can explore bottle 
necks, delays, shortages and other deterrents 
to a speedy accomplishment of the rearma- 
ment and exnansion program: 

“*(6) It will, we feel, result in an increased 
efficiency of operation on the part of the 
National Military Establishment, and also in 
savings in lives. money and national effort." 

Fears that the Senate Watchdog Sub- 
Committee might set itself up to criti- 
cize decisions of military commanders 
were put to rest this week with a forth. 
right statement bv Senator Johnson as 
to how his group will function. “We were 
not created.” he said, “to tell the gen- 
erals and admirals how to fight the bat- 
tles, but rather to make sure that they 
and the men fighting under them have 
what thev need to win those battles.” 

The following summation of “guide. 
posts of conduct” were outlined by Sen- 
ator Johnson at the initial meeting of 
the Watchdog Sub-Committee on 31 July, 

“T. We will not hunt headlines. We will 
handicap—not help—our chances for suc- 
cess if we exploit the sensational rather 
than develop the substantial. It is my 
thought that the committee’s work will 
be conducted primarily in executive ses- 
sions. Our reports will be reports to the 
full committee; we will not report di- 
rectly to the Senate or the public. 

“II. It is my sincere hope that politics 
can be left at the committee-room door. 
Our full committee has maintained a 
fine record of nonpartisanship. I hope 
we can emphasize unanimity so that here, 
at least, the Senate and public can ex- 
pect to find un-colored, unemotional 
facts. 

“III. Most important, I think this sub- 
committee must be extremely diligent 
not to establish—or attempt to establish 
—itself as a Monday morning quarter- 
back club, second-guessing battlefront 
strategy. We were not created to tell the 
generals and admirals how to fight the 
battles, but rather to make sure that 
they and the men fighting under them 
have what they need to win those bat- 
tles. Battlefront strategy is not a part of 
our duties and so long as I am chairman 
we will not get into that question. 

“IV. Especially, I have confidence that 
the subcommittee will, in all its inquiries 
and recommendations, be frank, impar- 
tial, and straight-forward—blunt but not 
unfair, zealous but not persecuting; help- 
ful but not compromising.’

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International Force 


With the addition of several more war- 
ships from different countries the United 
Nations Fleet operating in Korean wa- 
ters has become in reality an interna- 
tional navy. 

The preponderance of naval strength 
in this area is represented by the United 
States Seventh Fleet, but several other 
nations now have men-of-war flying the 
ensign of the United Nations in the Far 
East. Almost from the outbreak of hos- 
tilities the British made available two 
aircraft carriers, three light cruisers, and 
six destroyers. In addition two Australian 
destroyers and a frigate have been serv- 
ing with American Naval units in effec- 
tive air and naval actions against the 
enemy. 

Subsequently the United Nations Fleet 
was augmented by a Netherlands de- 
stroyer, a French frigate, three Canadian 
destroyers, and two New Zealand frig- 
ates, all serving under the unified com- 
mand of Vice Adm. Charles T. Joy, Com- 
manding Naval Forces in the Far East. 
In addition the South Korean Navy, 
composed of a number of very light craft 
of 100 tons or less, armed with 3-inch 
guns, operates a close off-shore patrol, 
and has performed well in interdicting 
enemy coastal traffic, and in destroying 
shore batteries, military installations 
and port facilities at small Communist- 
held harbors and fishing coves. 

The ground forces fighting the Reds 
in Korea consist solely of American and 
South Korean troops, but several other 
countries have offered to send ground 
uniis to the battle zone. 

Prior to the Red invasion the South 
Korean army consisted of about 100,000 
soldiers. It was primarily a constabulary 
force, organized for internal and border 
security, and lightly armed. Its equip- 
ment was entirely furnished by the 
United States for the specific purpose of 
maintaining internal order and for pro- 
fection against sporadic border raids. It 
did not include tanks, or medium or heavy 
artillery, and was not designed for major 
military operations. 

When hostilities began the South Ko- 
rean army was widely dispersed on nor- 
mal internal security duties. Units were 
hastily assembled to meet the attack, 
but they lacked the weapons and equip- 
ment for effectively resisting the on- 
rushing, tank-led invading columns. 

As a result the South Korean army 
suffered heavy casualties and was badly 
demoralized by the initial assault. How- 
ever, after the arrival of American troops 
the army was reorganized and given 
American air and artillery support. Its 
resistance then stiffened to a remarkable 
degree and it now holds important sec- 
tors of the defense line. 

Units of the Royal Australian Air Force 
are fighting as an integral part of the 
American Far East Air Force. Flying 
American Mustang fighter planes the 
Australians have given Allied ground 
troops close tactical air support and have 
also ranged far over the peninsula, at- 
tacking tanks, troop columns and mili- 
lary installations.

South Korea: Remnants of the South 
Korean army are now in line and offer- 
ing stubborn resistance to the pressure 
of the invaders. The South Korean navy, 
with very light 50-ton and 100-ton armed 
craft, is conducting an effective off-shore 
patrol of important sections of the coast. 
A few South Korean flyers have partici- 
pated sporadically in air attacks on the 
enemy. 

United Kingdom: Two aircraft car- 
riers, three light cruisers and six destroy- 
ers are actively participating with the 
United States Seventh Fleet in naval and 
air attacks on the enemy. A land force 
of unannounced character, generally ex- 
pected to be a brigade, with a strength 
of about 6,000, will be dispatched to Ko- 
rea in the near future. 

Canada: The destroyers Gayuga, Sioux, 
and Athadaskan have joined the United 
Nations Fleet in Korean waters. Ten 
North Star transport aircraft, with air 
and ground crews, have been made avail- 
able for trans-Pacific transport service. 
They are now in operation, based at Mc- 
Chord Field, Wash., and some have al- 
ready made the long trip to the Far East, 
carrying military personnel and cargoes. 

Australia: Units of the Royal Aus- 





tralian Air Force have been in action 
since the outbreak of hostilities, and two 
Australian destroyers and a frigate are 
serving with the combined fleet. An Aus- 
tralian ground force will soon be sent to 
Korea. 

New Zealand: Two New Zealand frig- 
ates, Tutirz and Pukaki, have joined the 
United Nations Fleet in Korean waters. 
A New Zealand ground force of about 
3,000 men will be sent to the combat zone. 

Union of South Africa: The govern- 
ment has announced that it would be 
impractical and unrealistic to send 
ground troops, but it plans to ascertain 
the feasibility of assistance through sup- 
ply of critical raw materials. 

Pakistan: The government has under 
consideration the dispatch of a ground 
unit, contingent on an agreement with 
India for the maintenance for the present 
of the status quo in Kashmir 

France: The frigate La Grandiere has 
joined the Far East Naval Forces. Be- 
cause of commitments in fighting Com- 
munism in Southeast Asia France is un- 
able to send ground forces 

The Netherlands: The destroyer Evert- 
sen has joined the United Nations Fleet 
in the Far East. The Netherlands has 
troops in Indonesia, but insists they are | 
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not available for service in Korea since 
they are overdue for repatriation. How- 
ever, the Netherlands will make avail- 
able much needed merchant ship tonnage 
for the Korean effort. 

Norway: Norway will supply large 
amounts of merchant ship tonnage. 

Belgium: Transport aircraft will be 
supplied by the Belgian government. 

Greece: The Greek government will 
furnish several transport aircraft. * 

Sweden: The Swedish government will 
dispatch a field hospital to Korea. 

Denmark: The Danes will send an 
ambulance unit. 

Turkey: The Turkish government has 
taken official action to supply 4,500 well- 
trained and well-armed soldiers. 

Lebanon: The Lebanese government 
will be unable to send any military force, 
but has donated $50,000. 

Liberia: A combat unit of undeter- 
mined size has been offered. 

Thailand: The Siamese government 
will send 4,000 trained soldiers 

China: Nationalist China has offered to 
send 33,000 troops to Korea, but General

Lt. Col. Orlando Gray Palmer 


Lt. Col. Orlando Gray Palmer, USA. 
Ret., died at York, Neb., 31 May. He was 
buried 2 June 1950 in the National Ceme.

As an estimated 6.000 Marines landed

Korean Landings 


The arrival of Marine troops in Korea 
this week fell near the anniversary of 
the best known action of both the 1st 
Division and the 1st Marine Air Wing, 
the two groups from which the ground 
and air elements were drawn. Both of 
the major units landed on Guadalcanal 
on 7 Aug. 1942, marking the American 
seizure of initiative in World War II. 

The Marines were first utilized in 
Korea on 21 May 1871. At that time the 
American minister to China had moved to 
the peninsula to negotiate an agreement 
with the authorities which would per- 
mit American sailors shipwrecked on 
Korean shores to receive sanctuary and 
help from Koreans. 

During the negotiation, a survey.party 
under the direction of Adm. John 
Rodgers, then commanding the Asiatic 
Squadron, was attacked by the native 
garrison of the Salee River forts and 
citadel. (The Salee also was known as 
the Han, Seoul, or Golden Sand.) 

Rodgers demanded an explanation and 
gave Korean authorities 10 days in which 
to reply. Receiving no answer, he put 
ashore a force of Marines and sailors on 
10 June which seized a few forts on 
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Kang-Hoa (Tsushin) Island before dark- 
ness. 

At daylight the Americans attacked the 
citadel and captured it. In the two days 
of fighting, the Marines killed 250 Ko- 
reans while losing one dead and one 
wounded. 

On 19 June, 1888, a Korean revolution 
threatened the security of the American 
legation at Seoul. The American Minis- 
ter to Korea requested the USS Essex to 
furnish an armed guard for the legation. 
Twelve Marines and 13 sailors marched 
to Seoul and protected the legation until 
withdrawn on 30 June. 

On 24 July, 1894, at the outbreak of the 
Sino-Japanese war, the American Minis- 
ter again requested Marines to protect 
the legation at Seoul, then occupied by 
Japanese. The legation guard of Marines 
this time was brought in by Capt. George 
F. Elliott, later Commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps, and remained at the legation 
until 3 April, 1896. 

The last time the Marines were used 
in Korea before the present conflict was 
in 1905. With the development of trouble 
in the Far East in 1904, and at the re- 
quest of the American Minister, a lega- 
tion guard was reestablished at Seoul on 5 
Jan. by detachments of the 1st Marines, 
then in the Philippines. This guard re- 
mained until 11 Nov. 1905.

General Motors Corporation has an- 
nounced a net profit of nearly $273 mil- 
lion for the second quarter of this year, 
the highest ever recorded for any com- 
pany in any three-month period. 

The corporation also attained new 
sales, production and tax records for the 
quarter, and for the first half of the cur- 
rent year. More than a million cars and 
trucks were sold by the company during 
the quarter and more than 1.8 million 
during the last six months, both new 
sales records. 

The second quarter net income of the 
corporation was equivalent to $6.14 per 
share of common stock, after dividends 
are paid on preferred stock. Net income 
for the corresponding period of last year 
was just under $167 million, or $3.72 per 
share. For the first six months of this 
year the net income was $485 million, or 
$10.90 per share, while that for the first 
half of 1949 was a little more than $303 
million, or $6.76 per share. 

In making his quarterly report to 
stockholders President C. E. Wilson said 
the effect on industry of the current de- 
fense program “will depend on its mag- 
nitude and the demands this will make 
on manpower and raw material availa- 
bility.” He added: 

General Motors stands ready to under- 
take its full share of the defense produc- 
tion load just as it did in 1940 and 1941. 





RCA Income Report 


The consolidated statement of income 
of the Radio Corporation of America and 
susidiaries for the second.quarter of 1950 
and the first six months of the year, with 
comparative figures for the correspond- 
ing periods of 1949, was issued this week 
by Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, Chairman 
of the Board of RCA. 

Total gross income from all sources 
amounted to $248,784,358 in the first half 
of 1950, compared with $187,257,987 in 
the same period in 1949, an increase of 
$61,526,371. 

Net income, after all charges and taxes, 
was $20,961,643 for the first six months 
of 1950, compared with $10,122,049 in 
1949, an increase of $10,839,594. 

After payment of Preferred dividends, 
net earnings applicable to the Common

Start Aircraft Production 

Letters of intent in lieu of contracts for 
the procurement of additional aircraft or 
aircraft parts were sent by the Air Force 
to about 200 aircraft companies and other 
manufacturers last weekend. 

The individual companies were author- 
ized to state how many additional em- 
ployees will be needed. No details as to 
type of production, numbers, dollar value 
or other information may be made public. 


—o——- 

Burbank, Calif.—Stepped-up production 
of Lockheed Aircraft Corporation’s al- 
ready extensive jet fighter production be- 
gins immediately. 

A letter of contract from the Air Force, 
followed by another letter of intent from 
the Navy, directs Lockheed to accelerate 
the manufacture of all its currently-pro- 
duced military aircraft. Additional orders 
assure the continued production of these 
planes well beyond pre-Korean plans. 

Scheduled for increased production are 
Lockheed’s F-94 all-weather jet intercep- 
tor; the T-33 jet trainer for the Air Force 
and the companion TO-2 jet trainer for 
the Navy; the long-range anti-submarine 
patrol plane known as the Lockheed P2V 
and PO-1W Constellation, an aircraft- 
early-warning electronics plane. 

The number of planes involved in these 
new orders is restricted by military offi- 
cials. 

Lockheed’s jet production lines have 
been in continuous operation for over 
five years. During that time more than 
one jet plane per day has been built for 
the military services. Nearly 1800 Lock- 
heed F-80 Shooting Stars, some of which 
are now in combat in Korea, were turned 
out before production efforts were di- 
rected to the new F-94 jet interceptor. 

While Lockheed tools up for accelerated 
production, hundreds of suppliers will 
need time to build and flow to the air- 
frame manufacturer the many sub-as- 
sembly components necessary to the pro- 
dcetion of a complete aircraft. 

Orders for Lockheed’s new F-90 pene- 
tration fighter, a twin-jet-powered slug- 
ger capable of both ground support and 
high altitude interception, are expected 
within the near future. This big new 
fighter recently completed its Air Force 
evaluation program at Edwards Air Force 
Base, Muroc, Calif. Its top speed is re- 
stricted, but has been estimated in the 
very-high range.

Admiral to Maritime Board 


The President has nominated Vice 
Adm. Edward L. Cochrane, USN-Ret., to 
be a member of the Federal Maritime 
Board for the term expiring 30 June 1952. 

Members of the present temporary 
board include Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy John T. Koehler and Rear Adm. 
Paul L. Mather, USN-Ret. 

Secretary Koehler was designated Act- 
ing Chairman of the Board on 24 May 
this year when the Maritime Commission 
was abolished, and at the same time was 
named Acting Federal Maritime Admin- 
istrator for a period not to exceed 90 
days. During the interim appointment, he 
retains his commission as Assistant Navy 
Secretary and will resume his duties as 
such upon the expiration of his present 
assignment. 

Admiral Cochrane is the son of the late 
Brig. Gen. Henry Clay Cochrane, USMC-Ret., 
and Mrs. Elizabeth Lull Cochrane. He was 
born in Mare Island, Calif. on 18 March 1892 
and entered the Naval Academy in 1910. 
Standing second in his class, he was gradu- 
ated with distinction and commissioned an 
Ensign in June 1914, 

In 1916 he reported to the Postgraduate 
School at Annapolis and later to the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology for further 
training in preparation for transfer to the 
Construction Corps of the Navy. Following 
World War I, during which time he served 
at the Navy Yard in Philadelphia, he com- 
pleted his work at MIT and received the de- 
gree of Master of Science in Naval Archi- 
tecture. 

In 1929, Admiral Cochrane served as Tech- 
nical Adviser to the United States Delegation 
to the Conference on Safety of Life at Sea 
held in London, England. 

Appointed Chief of the Bureau of Shins, 
with the rank of Rear Admiral, on 1 Nov. 
1942, he directed the Navy’s vast shipbuilding 
and maintenance program during the re- 
mainder of World War II. He was appointed 
Vice Admiral on 3 April 1945, and for out- 
standing achievements during the war, was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal. 

Upon completion of his tour of duty as 
Chief of the Bureau of Ships, he became 
Chief of the Material Division, Office of the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. In March 
1947 he was appointed a member on the 
President's Advisory Committee on the Mer- 
chant Marine, and served in that capacity 
until relieved of all active duty pending his 
retirement on 1 Nov. 1947. 

Admiral Cochrane is a member of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, the American 
Society of Naval Engineers, the Society of 
Naval Architects and Marine Engineers, and 
the Institution of Naval Architects British.

Electronic Leaders Help 


At the request of the Chief Signal 
Officer, Maj. Gen. S. B. Akin, there met 
for the last two days in Washington 
heads of the electronic industry who saw 
service during World War II, and who 
were engaged in the wartime procure- 
ment activity in the electronics and com- 
munications field. 

Lt. Gen. T. B. Larkin, Logistics Head 
of the Army, and Maj. Gen. J. C. Christ- 
mas in charge of procurement on General 
Larkin’s staff participated in these meet- 
ings. The procurement program and 
plans for electronics and communications 
equipment for the Army in the current 
emergency were thoroughly reviewed 
from the viewpoint of insuring the most 
effective and expeditious production of 
equipment. These representatives of the 
industry offered many constructive sug- 
gestions and were completely frank in 
criticizing where they felt weaknesses 
might exist. 

The meeting today included a luncheon 
with Under Secretary of the Army Archi- 
bald S. Alexander, who has the overall 
responsibility for the business aspe-ts of 
procurement in the Army. The luncheon 
was, in effect, a business meeting at 
which were explored all of the potential 
bottlenecks and problems which confront 
both the Army and the electronics in- 
dustry. Present at the luncheon in addi- 
tion to Mr. Alexander and Generals 
Larkin and Akin were: Maj. Gen. William 
H. Harrison, Brig. Gen. C. O. Bickelhaupt, 
Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, Mr. Fred Lack, 
Col. W. W. Watts and Mr. W. J. Halligan. 

The Advisory group expressed satisfac- 
tion with the Signal Corps plans for 
procurement and with its organizational 
setup to accomplish the job. However, 
this is only the first of a series of meet- 
ings. As the program is put into execu- 
tion, this group, supplemented by others 
as necessary, will reconvene to consider 
progress and to offer such criticism and 
suggestions as may be timely. 

It is expected that the same policy will 
be pursued with other segments of indus- 
try by convening in Washington repre- 
sentative heads of industry to confer with 
responsible procurement and production 
authorities of the Army.

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Protocol for Joint Chiefs 


A new protocol status for the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff has been adopted by the 
Department of State at the suggestion 
of Defense Secretary Louis Johnson. 

The new arrangement, which ranks 
General Omar N. Bradley, Admiral For- 
rest P. Sherman, and Generals Hoyt S. 
Vandenberg and J. Lawton Collins di- 
rectly below the Secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force, will apply to all 
White House, State Department and De- 
fense Department functions. Previously, 
the Joint Chiefs had ranked below the 
assistant secretaries of the cabinet. 

Mr. Raymond Muir, Chief Ceremonial 
Oficer at the State Department, ex- 
plained to THE JOURNAL that other agen- 
cies, such as Treasury, will still control 
their own protocol rankings. He added, 
however, that Treasury “usually follows 
along with what we do.” 

The State Department change was 
made after Secretary Johnson pointéd 
out in a letter to Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson that the number of secretaries, 
deputy-, under-, and assistant secretaries 
had become so great in recent years that 
“st a social or similar function involving 
full attendance . . . the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff would be preceded by at least 60 
secretarial titles alone.” 

In his letter to Secretary Acheson, Sec- 
retary Johnson said: 

“It seems to have been generally accepted 
in the past that the Chief of Staff of the 
Army and the Chief of Naval Operations 
ranked in protocol after the secretaries and 
assistant secretaries of the War and Navy 
Departments, which was satisfactory when 
there were few concerned. However, now 
that there are also a Department of Defense 
ad a Department of the Air Force, with a 
number of secretarial positions added 
throughout the department, and since the 
stature of the chief of the several military 
services has been materially increased by 
their additional responsibilities as Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, the automatic following of the 
earlier arrangement has led to a manifestly 
undesirable situation. 

“In recent years our senior military people 
have automatically been ranked in protocol 
after each such new secretarial incumbent 
and these positions have so increased in num- 
ber that in the Department of Defense alone 
there are 17 secretaries, including the deputy 
secretary and the under secretaries and as- 
sistant secretaries. I understand that there 
are in the Department of State about 12 sim- 
lar titles. In fact, it appears possible that, 
ata social or similar function involving full 
attendance of all of the cabinet departments, 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff would be preceded 
by at least 60 secretarial titles alone. 

“In light of the foregoing and in order that 
the prestige of our top-ranking military men 
may be sustained in their social and public 
appearances in relation to others who are 
atually far less experienced with far less 
esponsibility, I have determined that here- 
ater in the Department of Defense the 
protocol status of the Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and of the Chief of Staff of 
te Army, Chief of Naval Operations and 
the Chief of Staff of the Air Force shall 
immediately after that of the Secretaries of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force. 

“In the interests of uniformity and for the 


Basons set forth above in support of my own 


determination, and also because I understand 
that the protocol status of top-level military 









men in some other nations is higher than 
that which has, in recent years, developed 
here, I suggest that you may find it practica- 
ble to give consideration to action correspond- 
ig to mine with respect to the protocol 
satus of the chairman and other members 
ofthe Joint Chiefs of Staff on occasions that 
ue not within the control of the Department 
of Defense.’’

SAC Enlisted Promotions 


According to an Air Force publication, 
the Strategic Air Command has been 
given a quota of 1,248 airman promotions 
during August, out of the 7,000 Air Force- 
wide advancements to be made during the 
first 20 days of this month. 

In the Strategic Air Command, there 
will be 76 promotions to master sergeant, 
214 to technical sergeant, 268 to staff 
sergeant and 690 to sergeant. 

Last week’s issue of THE JOURNAL, 
which reported plans for the 7,000 pro- 
motions, noted that at the Pentagon, Air 
Force officials declined to release infor- 
mation pertaining to specific quotas with- 





in the various commands. 
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Live Ammo for Training 

General Mark W. Clark, Commanding 
General, Army Field Forces, has in- 
structed all field commanders in the 
United States to intensify the realism in 
training programs, including the use of 
live ammunition. 

An Army announcement said the ac- 
tion was taken “in keeping with the 
urgency of the international situation.” It 
said the “intensity of all Army training 
has been sharply increased to speed the 
physical and mental conditioning of com- 
bat forces.” 

General Clark said it is imperative 
that the training of the American soldier 
be designed to prepare him psychologi- 
cally to meet battlefield conditions. “The 
preparation of our troops for combat is 
being adapted to train them to meet 
guerrilla and infiltration tactics,” the 
Army announcement reported. It con- 
tinued: 

“‘As a first step toward this goal of strength- 
ening the mental, moral and physical fiber 
of the American soldier, realistic combat ex- 
ercises involving use of live ammunition have 
been reestablished as part of the Army’s 
training program. Certain training restric- 
tions imposed in peacetime have been re- 
moved. Firing courses designed to condition 
men psychologically for combat are now be- 
ing used. 

“In these exercises troops experience the 
sound of artillery firing overhead and in close 
support of them. They crawl under barbed 
wire across the Infiltration Course while 
machine-gun fire streaks overhead. Men go 
through the City and Village Fighting Course 
learning the techniques of street fighting. In 
the Close Combat Course troops learn how to 
use their weapons effectively at close quar- 
ters. Emphasis is on realism and courses are 
designed to accustom men to the noise and 
confusion of the battlefield. 

‘Safety officers carefully supervise the con- 
duct of this training. Despite the large num- 
bers of men who went through similar courses 
during World War II, accidents were not 
excessive. The number of lives saved as a 
result of this realistic training by far out- 
weighed the hazard it added.”’ 

“These battle courses have been reinsti- 
tuted,” General Clark pointed out, “be- 
cause experience has shown that this 
type of training increases the ability of 
non-battle-tested troops to adapt them- 
selves readily to actual battlefield con- 
ditions.” 


| reer Guidance Program, however, 
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More Combat NCO’s 


Faced with a surplus of administrative 
non-commissioned officers and a lack of 
sufficient non-commissioned officers in 
combat units, the Army has ordered a 
world-wide screening of all NCO’s in the 
first-named category. 

Affected will be all master sergeants, 
sergeants first class and sergeants with 
an MOS 0502, except WAC personnel. 

The program is to be completed be- 
fore the Personnel and Administration 
Career Field is introduced. 

Boards of officers will interview all ad- 
ministrative non-commissioned officers. 
Reclassification, based on personal inter- 
views and experience and physical fit- 
ness, may be recommended by the boards. 

Unlike lateral transfers under the Ca- 
no 
qualification examination will be re- 
quired in the new MOS. In addition, 
non-commissioned officers are protected 
against reduction in rank for inefficiency 
for one year after reassignment is made 
to a career field MOS. 

Reclassification will be accomplished in 
all cases where individuals are judged 
not qualified for the administrative posi- 
tion, according to the new official job 
description in Department of the Army 
Circular 31. Since administrative non- 
commissioned officers are authorized in 
only the top three-grades, individuals 
with that MOS in a lower rank will be 
redesignated automatically. 

Other conditions for reclassification 
from this administrative position are sec- 
ondary specialities of higher skill, spe- 
cialities acquired through school train- 
ing, and, in some cases, duty performed 
in a related speciality. Personal pref- 
erences will not influence reassignments, 
and even key personnel may be reas- 
signed to combat units if the men con- 
cerned are qualified for combat service. 

Only non-commissioned officers of high 
caliber will be assigned to combat units. 
Past experience and physical fitness are 
deciding factors for reassignment to com- 
bat career field jobs. This criteria applies 
even to volunteers for such assignments. 
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Commissioned officers and first three 
grades non-commissioned officers can 
now protect all their valuable personal
